WE SOLICIT INQUIRIES 
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GATHERING UP THE STRANDS OF 
THE TRANSPORTATION PROBLEM 
AS TO ESSENTIALS AND NON-ESSEN- 
TIALS. 


The priority order has come to stay as the best 
available means of meeting the consuming demands 
of the public. It is not a popular innovation in that 
the decision as to what constitutes essential com- 
modities to be given accelerated shipment, and non- 
essential commodities to receive no transportation 
facilities at all does not rest with either the producer 
or the consumer. The final decision is vested in a 
special priority committee, with full knowledge as to 
available cars and transportation facilities, and, it is 
presumable, with equally complete knowledge of 
sectional needs and actual requirements. 

The orders so far issued—and it is to.be pre- 
sumed that the same rule will obtain in the future— 
have been based upon demands for food and fuel 
essentials which could not be gainsaid. They have 
been modified temporarily to meet unexpected de- 
mands. No better example of the control exercised 
can be cited than the sweeping extension of the order 
of November 22 in the interest of the cattlemen of 
the drought-stricken areas of Texas and New Mex- 
ico. By order of November 30 preference and 
priority were given to forage supplies for these States 
—cottonseed meal, cake, hay, rice straw, hulls and 
forage—over all other shipments except live stock 
and perishables, human foodstuff, railroad supplies 
and material, coal, and shipments for the United 
States government. The rule was abrogated tem- 
porarily with the sole intent of relieving an extreme 
situation in two States where cattle were dying for 
lack of feed, and the original rule wil be restored 
just as soon as the emergency is passed, 

As was stated in the Reporter of December 3, 
two lists of non-essentials have been prepared by rail- 
road traffic managers and are now in the hands of 
Judge Lovett of the Priority Committee and of Coal 
Conservator Garfield. There are 450 items in one 
list, and a secondary list which contains items, the 
lack of which may bring almost certain hardship to 
certain consumers. The object of such compi- 
lation is obvious—the culling out of the vast mass 
of material offered for transportation by ,rail- 
roads, already pressed to capacity, of items which 
are not absolutely essential—with a view to expedit- 
ing the shipment of the two great essentials of the 
present period—food and fuel. In addition to these, 





there must be no delay in the shipments of supplies 
for the government. 

The result, primarily, is a present lack of knowl- 
edge upon the part of both producers and consumers 
of other lines of goods as to what can be done to 
put such goods into circulation. 


This breeds caution 
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in production and consumption, with immediate re- 
flected effect upon the markets. 

These lists will not be made public, it is asserted 
by both Judge Lovett and Dr. Garfield, since they 
have been compiled solely for the guidance of the 
officials whose duty it is to expedite freight traffic 
in every way possible, but it will not be long in the 
very nature of the priority regulations before producer 
and consumer alike receive official knowledge as to 
what commodities are affected, since the refusal to 
expedite shipments will be a sufficient answer to the 
appeal for definite information. 

From a market point of view this decision of the 
Priority Board is to be deplored—from the point of 
view of efficiency in transportation there can be no 
question but that the authorities in actual touch with 
both the facilities at hand and the demands to be met 
should have the decisive vote as to what should and 
what should not be moved. 

The resulting confusion and uncertainty in the 
very nature of things can be but temporary—since it 
is the uncertainty that breeds the confusion. 

Just as both the import and export trade have 
been obliged to conduct their business operations un- 
der a strict system of supervision and permit, so must 
the domestic producer and consumer meet the re- 
adjustments consequent upon Federal supervision 
of freight traffic. ‘The consequent inconvenience and 
monetary loss are unavoidable results of the conver- 
sion of a many-idead nation of producers into a co- 
ordinated single-purposed nation of war-waging citi- 
zens. Such an adjustment cannot be effected with- 
out friction and a certain amount of hardship. 

And yet the hardship, were it many times more 
severe, is not to be compared with the sacrifices 
already made by our Allies. The first essential to 
the United States is that we win the existing war— 
no other question can be allowed to affect this issue, 
or befog the major question, as those most affected 
by the enforcement of the present transportation regu- 
lations will be the first to admit. 





SEEKING A CURE FOR NARCOTIC 
DRUG ADDICTS—WITH INCIDENTAL 
LIGHT UPON CERTAIN ADVER.- 
TISED “CURES.” 





When the Whitney State Narcotic Committee 
succeeded in drafting the present State narcotic law, 
after what was undoubtedly the most comprehensive 
series of hearings ever held in any State upon a sim- 
ilar topic, the work of the committee was not con- 
cluded. True, New York State today has one of 
the most evenly-balanced narcotic laws on the statute 
books of any commonwealth, and the working out 
of the statute to date is evidence of the completeness 
of the preliminary steps leading to the final enact- 
ment of the measure. Yet the complete development 
of the plan for narcotic regulation in New York State 
includes the provision of a State system of treatment, 
and cure, of drug addicts, to which the attention 
of the committee is now devoted, and for which pur- 
pose the life of the committee was extended. 


Chairman Whitney’s committee has begun the pre- 
liminary work of investigation of this second phase 
of the narcotic problem. The first group of a series 
of hearings in the City Hall last week was given over 
to the testimony of addicts who had been under treat- 
ment in several of the widely and persistently ex- 
ploited “‘cures” advertising in the daily—and even 
the medical—press, and the consensus of testimony 
furnished the committee gives little encouragement 
to any hope of early agreement that may have been 
entertained by optimistic members of the State in- 
vestigating body. The unanimity of the witnesses

‘cures’ but emphasized the difficulties involved in 
the establishment of a State system of narcotic treat- 
ment, s ; 
The plan of the committee as voiced by Chair- 
man Whitney is to seek first from original sources 
the addict, not the doctors or keepers of sana- 
toriums—the best available and the most complete 
data as to the mechanism, the cost, the effects and 
the permanence of “‘cures’’ reputed to be available 
under private auspices to those with the necessary 
financial ability to meet the demands of the proprie- 
tors of such systems and institutions. This will be 
complemented by the testimony of physicians; those 
who have studied the problem as a part of their pro- 
fession; those who have tested different methods of 
narcotic drug treatment in their own or in public hos- 
pitals, and, finally those who through long service 
with public institutions, city hospitals, almshouses 
and related public charities have come into every- 
day contact with the lowest—and most unfortunate 
of all drug addicts—the victim whose only hope 
for alleviation has been through more or less per- 
functory treatment by the overworked institution 
physician. 

Following this the committee will doubtless take 
up the study of methods of cure as applied to large 
groups of patients—and this in itself is a problem 
which should engage the body for months to come. 
The evidence of physicians at the hearings prior to 
the passage of the existing law was so conflicting 
and so lacking in agreement as to what was best to 
do, that the selection of any one system—if the 
treatment can be confined to one system, which is 
not probable—opens up a seemingly endless vista of 
complexities. 

It is true, however, that the Whitney committee 
is empowered to secure the aid of the most competent 
experts available, and to them will no doubt be 
added a host of voluntary contributors to the knowl- 
edge of the committee. But, the work is unusual in 
plan and in scope. ‘The victims of the drug habit 
are not to be catalogued and included under a single 
classification as in the case of alcoholics. It has 
been shown, and the present law wisely recognizes 
the fact, that the provision of a certain amount of 
drugs is essential to the life of these victims of their 
own—or another's ignorance. The manufacture 
and distribution of opium derivatives can be con- 
trolled, just as the manufacture and distribution of 
alcoholic liquors can be controlled, but to remove 
the cause of the addiction will necessitate a new de- 
parture in government, and a step toward that effi- 
cient paternalism which is the dream of the ethical 
socialist. 

The personnel and the records of the committee 
is indicative of the conservatism of its eventual deci- 
sion, and, no matter what may be the findings, the 
evidence collected cannot but be of vast utility when 
the matter of national regulation of narcotic selling 
and of national treatment of the victim of the drug 
habit is taken up by Congress, as eventually it must 
be. Steps would have been taken ere this had it not 
been for the outbreak of the existing war, for many 
Congressmen and many Federal officials are already 
publicly committed to such a step. 

But, one thing is certain—the drug cure charlatan 
will be given scant courtesy, and even less considera- 
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tion, by the Whitney committee if the attitude of the 
chairman is to be taken as a criterion. 
be no such exploitation of the State as there has been 
of individuals and, if nothing more than this shall 
be accomplished in the immediate future, the com- 
mittee will have proved its rights to renewed exist- 


ence.

it is by chemical processes that our 
bodies go back again into the great 
order of things.’’ So says the author, 


and then he proceeds to show how these

The book is written in a popular vein, 
but it is not popular chemistry—it is of 
too high a character for the ‘‘ponular’’ 
sobriquet. To the man of intelligence 
who would realize what chemistry has 
done and is doing, particularly since the 
developrents incident to the world war, 
this book will prove a multum in parvo. 
And yet no chemist will belittle it, for 
its facts are as indisputable as those of 
the most technical handbook available.

JUDGE LOVETT OF RAILROAD BOARD GIVES 
EXPLANATION AS TO PRIORITY FREIGHTS 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 


Judge R. S. Lovett, administrative offi- 
cer under the Priority Shipments Act, to- 
day issued the following:— 

PRIORITY ORDER 

Whereas, By the act of Cons ss entitled 
“An act to amend the act to regulate com- 
merce, as amended, and for other purposes,’’ 
approved August 10, 1917, it is provided that 
during the continuance of the war in which 
the United States is now engaged, the Pres!- 
dent of the United States is authorized, if he 
finds it necessary for the national defense and 
security, to direct that such traffic or such 
shipments of commodities as, in his judg- 
ment, may be essential] to the national de- 
fense and security, shall have reference or 
priority in transportation by any common 
carrier by railroad, water or otherwise; and 

Whereas, By virtue of the power conferred 
upon him by said act, the President has desizg-

nated the undersigned as the person through 
whom the orders and directions authorized by 
said act shall be given; and 

Whereas, It has been made to appear and 
the F lent, through the undersigned, finds 
that it is necessary for the national f s 
and security that priority should be accorded

Now, therefore, by reason of the premlses, 
the undersigned, in the name of the President, 
orders and directs that on and after the 12th 
day of December, 1917, and until further order 
of the undersigned, ail common carriers by 
railroad in the United States shall give pref- 
erence and priority in car supply and in move- 
ment to the following commodities and in the 
order numbered:— 

1. Steam railroad fuel for current use

Old “A to Z”’ Volunteers With Council of National 
Defense Superseded by War Boards Rep- 


resenting Industries. 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 
Committees representing the various in- 
dustries, the membership of which has 
been selected from the industries by the 
members themselves, as_ distinguished 
from the committees of volunteers which 
with 


had been serving in co-operation 

the Council of National Defense, and 
which were dissolved quickly after the 
passage of the food administration bill, 


which carried a clause forbidding trading 
with themselves, have been announced. 
These committees will be organized as 
war boards to take charge of the ad- 
justment of all maiters concerning each 
of these several industries, just as_ the 
Railroad War Board has been working 
for months. They will have larger 
powers and are expected to be much 
more active within the trade than were 
the old ‘‘alcohol to zinec’’ committees un- 
der the Council of National Defense. 
Most of the old “A to Z’’ committees 
have already packed up their files and 
cleaned out their desks and departed 
trom the war works barracks. One of 
the last to leave was the chemicals com- 
mittee, of which Dr. W. H. Nichols was 
chairman. This committee had a suite of 
offices with the United States Bureau of 
Mines in the new Interior Department 
building, but moved out on Thursdav of 
th's week. The committee has dissolved. 


Its papers, and all the data it had col- 

lected, have been turned over for the 

time heing to the War Industries Board. 
At Work December 12. 

These new war service committees are 

to be mobilized in Washington on De- 


cember 12. They ire coming to Washing- 


ton primarily to perfect plans for co- 
operation with the government. This 
will develop discussion of many of the 
vital problems with which wartime in- 
dustry is confronted—of priorities in 
transportation, the readjustment of in- 
dustries to meet war demands, and the 


like. 


A large number organizations have 
already completed the appointment of 
their war service committees and many 


have already established offices in Wash- 


ington. The meeting at the capital will 
be for the purpose of developing definite 
plans for the industries representatives 
and in general to aid in the work which 
they will be called upon to undertake. 
They wil be mobilized through the 


leadership of the Chamber of Commerce 


of the United States, which asked that 
their committees be made up “of repre- 
sentative men in the industry, whether 
or not they be members of existing or- 
ganizations,’’ and further recommended 
that in all matters pertaining to any 
given industry the government should 
deal with this group wherever possible, 
leaving to it, where practical, the proper 
distribution of all orders for materials.

NEW COMMITTEES TO ACT WITH COUNCIL 
OF NATIONAL DEFENSE IN WAR PREPARATION

The Council of National 
issued the following statement: 

The Council of National Defense was 
established to bring about the co-ordina- 
tion of industries and resources for the 
national security and welfare. Previous 
to the entrance of this country into the 
war steps were taken by the council so 
to mobilize the industries of the country 
that they could render effective assist- 
an.e to the nation in its hour of need. 


The crisis made imperative the necessity 


for prompt action. Many industries hae 
not been organized in time of peace so 
as effectively to aid the country in time 
of war. For these industries to organize 
themselves, lacking a clear undersitand- 
ing of what the government would need 
from them in the emergency, involved 
delay. Since instant steps. were neces- 


sary the Council of National Defense au- 


thorized the formation, under its di- 
rection, of co-operative committees of 
industry to be composed of men repre- 
sentative of their respective lines. No 
other machinery existed or could have 
been created at that time for the accom- 
pl'shment of the vital tasks at hand, 
which primarily were to carry the coun- 
try thorugh the transition period from 
peace to war. : 

These committees have given faithful, 
patriotic and invaluable assistance to 
their country. Many ofr the Individuass 
serving on them have done so only at 
great personal and financial sacrifice. 
The thanks of the entire country is due 


to these men who unhesitatingly and un- 
selfishly responded to the government's 
appeal for aid. 


Why Change Was Made. 


Technically, however, this

cil was not in the administrative sense 
ideal as a meang for making permanent 
the mobilization of industry in a democ- 
racy at war. Practically it was effec- 
tive, but the committees were placed be- 
fore the vubic in a position unfair both 
to themselves and to the government. 
The council and its War _ Industries 
Joard, after giving this matter serious 
thought for some weeks have concluded 
that it is now possible to arrange for 
meeting the government's needs through 


the appointment of highly qualified indi- 
viduals as government employes and ex- 


pert advisers, and also to meet the needs 
of indusiry as well as to assist the gov- 
ernment by representative committees 
created not by the government but by 
the industries themselves, 

It, therefore, has become feasible to 
discont nue the embarrassing situation 
where'n the members of the present com- 
mitiees are apparently called upon to act 
both as government agents or advisers 
and at the same time as representatives 
of the industries. In disso ving the pres-~- 
ent co-operative committees of industry, 
which were appointed by and under the 
direction of the council, the action is 
taken only with the highest praise and 
thanks for their splendid and indispensa-

Victor Company Asks Dismissal of 
R. H. Macy Price Mainte- 


nance Suit. 


On the grounds that the complaint 
failed to set forth any reason for action 
under the Clayton law, that the Federal 
District Court did not have the authority 
to try the case and that the Sherman and 
Clayton laws were unconstitutional, the 
Victor Talking Machine Company has 
asked fér the dismissal of the suit 
brought against it by R. H. Macy & Co. 

The Victor Company states that the 
complaint fails to set forth any cause 
for action under the Clayton law and 
that the court has no authority to en- 
tertain the suit because the authority to 
enforce such complaints is vested with 
the Federal Trade Commission, and until 
such authority has been exercised by the 
commission no person has the right to 
sue for damages alleged to have been 
sustained by reason of anything forbid- 
den in the Clayton act. 

The answer also asserts that the Clay- 
ton act is supplementary to the Sherman

By the tariff act 
erable revision had been made of the 
chemical schedule (Schedule A). Some 
important classes of dyestuffs, such as 
indigo and alizarin and anthracene dyes, 


were admitted free: coal tar dyes not 
specially provided for were subjected to 
a duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem. The 
shortage of dyestuffs which was experi- 


enced in the year 1916, when the interrup- 
tion to trade caused by the European 
war reached its acute stage, led Congress 
to undertake in the act of September 8, 
1916, Title V., a considerable revision of 
the duties on important chemicals, espe- 
cially coal-tar products, 

In general, the crude forms of coal-tar 
products (Group I) are admitted free. 
The semi-manufactured articles (Group 
Il) are admitted at a duty of 15 per cent.; 
the fully manufactured forms (Group 
Ill), including colors, dyes and medici- 
nals (and perhaps explosives also—the 
construction of the act om this point is 
in doubt), are subjected to a duty of 30 
per cent. A further important section 
provides that an additional specific duty 
of 2% cents per pound shall be levied 
upon the semi-manufactured articles of 
the second group, and an additional spe- 
cific duty of 5 cents per pound upon the 
fully mamufactured articles in the third 
group. Provision is made, however, for 
the eventual abolition of these additional 
duties. They are to remain in force for 
a period of five years, and thereafter are 
to be annually reduced by ® per cent., 
so that at the end of the tenth year from 
the enactment of tne law they shall en- 
tirely disappear; with a further proviso 
that, if at the expiration of the first five 
years it shall .appear that less than 60 
per cent. of the domestic consumption is 
then produced in the United States, they 
shall be abolished at once. Certain im- 
portant articles of the third group, how- 
ever, are not subjected at all to the addi- 


tional duty of 5 cents per pound, ap- 
plicable in general to that group. The 
excepted articles are alizarin and dyes 
obtained from alizarin and amthracene; 
natural and synthetic indigo and all in- 
digoids, and medicina’s and _ flavors. 
These are dutiable at the 30 per cent. 


rate only. 


Chemical Census First of Year. 


The provision in the act of 1916 for a 
possible abolition of the additional spe- 
cific duties| at the close of the first quin- 
quennial period will necessitate a census 

the 


of the domestic production of com- 
modities enumerated in the second and 
third groups defined in the act. The 


President of the United States has desig- 
nated the Tariff Commission as the agent 
for the collection of the needed statistical 
information regarding these commodities, 
and the commission is preparing for a 
systematic census of their domestic pro- 
duction. In order to insure the proper 


organization for this task, the commis- 
sion will make a first enumeration at the 
beginning of the year 1918. This enumera- 
tion is expected also to throw light upon 
the feasibility of carrying out the pan 
of comparison between domestic produc- 
tion and total consumption which is pro- 
vided for in the act of 1916. Certain am- 
biguities are latent in the language of 
the act and the enumeration for 1918 may 
indicate the need of explanatory or 
amendatory legislation. 

The European war has caused revolu- 
tionary chamges in the chemical indus- 
tries. Nearly all branches of chemical 
manufacture which at the beginning of 
the war were already well established in 
the United States, including such staple 
industries as the manufacture of soda 
ash, caustic soda ash, and bleaching 
powder, have greatly expanded. Many 
articles not made at all before the war, 
or made only on a small scale, are now 
being produced in substantial amounts. 
The manufacture of dyes, medicinals and 
other products obtained from coal tar 
has had a great development in the 
United States well as in England, 
France and Japan. The most striking 
advances have been made in the produc- 


as 


tion of explosives and a'l related com- 
modities, such as sulphuric, nitric and 
picric acids, benzol, toluol and acetone. 
The potash industry has considerably 
expanded. Marked advances have been 
made with projects for the fixation of 
atmospheric mitrogen; these will be of 
great importance from a military point 
of view as well as for agriculture, 


New Conditions After Peace. 


The industry as a whole, and especially 


those branches of it which have been 
most stimulated by the war, will have to 
face new conditions on the conclusion of 
peace. In some branches there will be 
surplus capacity and the probability of 
sharp international competition. The 


military problem will mecessarily be con- 
sidered from new points of view, and 
military and political considerations, as 
well as those of a strictly economic sort, 


will have to be borne in mind in any 
legislative readjustment. 
The commission is undertaking an ex- 


tended survey of the chemical industry, 
and expects to present to Congress a de- 
tailed report showing the development of 
the various branches of’ the industry. The 
report will contain also a discussion of 
the industrial consequences of the pro- 
visions of the act of 1916 bearing on coal- 


tar products, and of the administrative 
problems arising under this act. The 
attention of Congress May be called 


further to the need for some changes in 
the chemical schedule at large such as 
will make it clearer, more consistent and 
more easily administered. This schedule, 
like others in the existing tariff system, 


has been little changed in its general 
plan and construction during the last 
35 years, although during that period 
great changes have taken place in the 
chemical industries. Many provisions in 
the legislative phraseology and in the 
classification are now obsolete and call 


for revision. 





RED CROSS REPORT, 


May to November, shows Money 
Spent and Hospitals Equipped. 


The War Council presents a summary 
of the work of the American Red Cross, 
both in the United States and in Europe, 
from May 10, 1917¢ to November 1, 1917. 

During this period the War Council 
appropriated from the War Fund (in- 
cluding: $7,659,000 advanced to chapters for 
purchase of material and to be returned 
to the War Fund), $10,969,216.66 for wore 
in the United States, as contrasted with 
the appropriation of $27,885,816.86 for work 
abroad, of which $20,601,240.47 was for use 
in France. 

There have been appropriated from 
funds restricted to specific purposes 
$1,417,625.74. As $7,669,000 advanced by the 
War Council is to be returned to the War 
Fund, the net appropriations amount to 
$32,613, 659.20, 

The total expenses of raising and col- 
lecting the War Fund are proving to be 
less than one per cent. 

Forty-nine army base hospital units and 
five for the navy have been recruited, 
organized and equipped by the Red Croas. 
More than twelve of the army units and 
two of the navy units have now been 
mustered into their respective Medical 
Corps and are seeing service. These units 
can care for a 500-bed hospital each, and 
some of them have been reinforced to 
enable them to take over larger hos- 
pitals. 

The Red Cross has also 
ambulance companies, with a total per- 
sonnel of 6,580, all of which have been 
taken into the Army Medical Corps, 50me

COTTONSEED MILL CASE. 


Will Go to Trial April 1—Noted 
Litigation to Be Settled. 


: New Or'eans, Dec. 7, 1917.

Listing of Essential and Non- 
Essential Commodities Not 
Public Property. 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 

The War Board, Council of National 
Defense and Fuel Administration are 
now getting down to the serious problem 
of stretching a cloth a yard wide over 
a surface a yard and a quarter wide, the 
cloth in this case being the avai.able 
supply of coal that can be mined and 
shipped to consumers. With an unusual! 
supply of coal being mined and handled 
bv the railroads the supply is still short 
because of the enormous consumption, It 
has long been apparent to men handling 
the coal question that sooner or later 
the Fuel Administration would have to 
direct the shipments to care for war 
needs, and the only way to make the 
short supply cover the essential needs of 
the country without curtailing war ac- 
tivity is to determine which industries 
are to be kept going 100 per cent. and 
which in the interest of the country’s 
war needs must be curtailed. ; 
This difficult task was undertaken by 
the W ar Board, which has made up a list 
of 450 items designated as non-essential 
and 76 items which, while in a sense es- 
sential in times of peace, can be curtailed 
without serious injury. The war indus- 
tries, of course, are paramount among the 
essential industries, as are public utilities, 
domestic needs and above all the rail- 
roads without whiich all other forms of 
industrial activity would fail. 

Based upon this list priority orders will 
be issued. While this statement has been

NEED SULPHURIC ACID. 


War Industries Board Appoints Spe- 
cialist to Promote Production. 


With the appointment of M. F. Chase, 
of the Commerciai Acid Company, of St. 
Louis, as a sulphuric acid specialist on 
the War Industries Board, the govern- 
ment hopes to replenish the fast-decreas- 
ing amount of this chemical. An increase 
of over 1,500,000 tons in sulphuric acid re- 
quirements for the year 1918 is expected. 

At present the sulphuric acid problem is 
receiving consideration by the War Indus- 
tries Board, War Minerals Committe», 
Department of Agriculture, War Trade 
Board, Department of Commerce, Na- 
tional Research Council, Committee on 
Chemicals and the Committee on Fer- 
tilizers. In addition, the Sh’pping Board 
has under is jurisdiction the allotment of 
ships for importing Spanish pyrites. It is 
apparent from government investigations 
that pure sulphur must be used to obtain 
results quickly, and that some industries 
must rely more upon the sulphur obtained 
from pyrites. Consumption of strong 
acids by certain industries can also be re- 
duced, it is believed. The virtual shutting 
down of shipments of sulphur from Louis- 
iana has complicated the situation, but 
the War Trade Board has announced that 
100,000 tons of Spanish pyrites will be 
brought to this country in especially char- 
tered ships. :

underlying conditions. Interest in the 
market was limited entirely to abso- 


lute requirements and the trade at large 
gave little or no attention to the future. 
This, of course, is the spirit of the times 
and consumers of every commodity are 
being urged to conserve supplies and 
limit all purchases as much as possible. 
Stocks have naturally been allowed to 
run rather low by this procedure, but 
this is not liable to be felt by the trade 
at this time. It is now rather iate in 
the season for outside work, but when 
the Spring season gets underway buyers 
will undoubtedly find themselves in a 
rather unhealthy position. No better 
illustration of the dullness prevailing 
in this particular industry can be ad 
duced than the fact that while numer- 
ous trades have increased materially 
during October, with some gains total- 
ing well over 100 per cent., listed among 
the few that show a loss in new con- 
struction. The number of new building 
permits issued in October in the twenty 
principal cities of the country showed 
a decrease of 58 per cent. over the cor- 
responding month last year. The value 
of these permits is estimated at $23,- 
520,503, which is less than one-half the 
total amount called for in October, 116. 
when values were placed at $56,307,117. 
This condition is reflected in the paint 
and varnish market and is one factor 
in the present dullness. 

Much of the unsettlement that is 
featuring the trade at the moment can 
be traced to the bad transportation fa- 
cilities and the uncertainty of deliver- 
ing to consuming centers. Every trade 
of any importance is trying to impress 
the Government with the idea that their 
goods are absolutely necessary for the 
maintaining of various industries and 
a car congestion, the greatest in the 
history of the country is now in force. 
Crops need to be moved and munitions 
of war are also placed among the arti- 
cles that must be given preference for 
quick shipment to the seaboard. There 
are not enough cars to go around and 
while great efforts are being made to 
break this tieup, little apparently has 
been accomplished so far. A gooq many 
will be placed on the non-essential list 
and shipments discontinued, which wili 
undoubtedly in time relieve the situa- 
tion. However, with long delays in the 
shipment from the mills to the con- 
sumer it is only natural that the trade 
has been forced into a period of dull 
ness which promises to last for some 
time. 

The position of linseed oil was again 
particularly strong and prices wer 
helq right around the top levels recent 
ly established.

Lithopone was strong as ever and 
the leading producers reported that 
contracts are being closed rapidly on

although a few producers are doing a 
little business for a six-month period.

The trade is expecting to see 
shortly some action by the Govern- 
ment, with a possibility of lead being 
placed at a fixed price. Naturally, this

has a tendency to force the large con- 
sumers to reduce their purchases at 
this time to absolute requirements. 


At the close prices were on the basis 
of 6.25c. per pound for spot, although 
it was thought impossible to do busi- 


ness at this figure, it being simply a

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Not much change was noted in 
the general situation the past week. 
Some interests continued to report a 
little improvement in the demand, this 
buying coming from the manufactur- 
ing plants which are now opening for 
the winter and spring season. How- 
ever, the fact that pig lead is more or 
less unsettled naturally has a tendency 
to reduce the volume of business to 
about requirements. Prices closed at 
about the same level as prevailing a 
week or so ago, sellers asking 9@ 
10¢c. per pound for white lead, basic 
carbonate, American dry, and 104%@ 
11ic. per pound for oil qualities. de- 
pending upon the quantity desired. 
Only nominal quotations ruled for for- 
eign grades, and naturally there is no 


prospect of any improvement in the 
receipts for some time. 

WHITE LEAD (BASTC SUL- 
PHATE).—Prices ruled firm for this 


commodity the past week, although no 
important changes were announced. 
The demand was not out of the ordi- 
nary and along with the other pig- 
ments there is understood to be some 


slight improvement in the buving 
movement for certain manufacturing 
plants starting now Asking prices 
at the close averaged from 8%%4c. to 9c 
for white lead, basic sulphate, this 
range covering all quantities. The 


tendency on the part of consumers is 
to buy as requirements makes it nec- 
essary, and the opinion of leading in- 
terests in the trade is that no special 
activity will occur until there is 42 
more settled state in the basic com- 
modity. 

RED LEAD.—There was hardly any 
change in the position of this market 
the past week, either in regard to mar-~- 
ket factors or prices Leading pro- 
ducers at the close were asking from 
10c. to 114% c. per pound for red lead, 
American, and from 11%c. to 11%c.

to 15c. per pound, depending upon the 
seller and the quantity desired. Amer- 
can burnt ang powdered was available 
from 2c. to 8c. per pound.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE, — The 
market continued easy the past week 
and a reaction of nearly two cents a 
gallon was established, sales at the close 
being made at from 48éc, to 49c. a gal- 
lon, depending upon the quantity. The 
trade demang was inactive and prices 
seem to be gradually reacting to a lower 
basis. Primary conditions were unset- 
tled. Stoeks are understood to be plen- 
tiful, but the main influence is the lack 
of tonnage. Hardly any turpentine is 
leaving the primary markets for export 
and stocks naturally must soon show 
important accumulations. All sorts of 
reports are heard in regard to the dif- 
ficulties in securing labor and the pros. 
pects of a small production this com- 
ing season a factor by the way which 
is put Out nearly every year, but sel- 
dom developed, but these seem to be 
entirely discounted at the moment. An- 
other factor which must be considered 
is the number of substitutes coming 
on the market, all of which reduce to 
a great extent the already small in- 
quiry for turpentine. Despite all these 
influences conservative interest do not 
expect to see any material break in 
values. The London market again ad- 
vanced sharply, gains amounting to 
nearly 11 shillings for the week. In- 
terests here would certainly like to take 
advantage of this unusual situation, but 
with no tonnage available all they can 
do is look on. Undoubtedly prices 
abroad will continue to advance for the 
demand is good and the stocks are 
rapidly being reduced. Latest advices 
frm London stated that it is very dif- 
ficult to obtain any ec, i. f. offers from 
America, although the f. o. b. price 
there is not much more than half what 
is being charged in London. Of course, 
the fear is that during the next six 
months there will be hardly any tur- 
pentine available, and consumers must 
get along as well as they can with 
existing stocks, 

One of the big London distributors 
of turpentine stated that the arrivals 
at Liverpool are filtering through to 
London and will continue to do so. 
However, the speculators seem _ dis- 
posed to get control of these Liverpool 
parcels by buying December delivery 
in London freely. the demand for 
consumpiton is poor, as shown by the 
deliveries.

VARNISH GUMS. 


Prices in this market continued 
strong, with spot stocks-of small pro- 
portions. Trade interests were of the 
opinion that the supply will not in- 
crease materially and that for some 
time the amount here will be small. 


This was based on the shipping situa- 
tion and the great difficulty in securing 
bottoms for shipment from the primary 
centers. Prices were not changed 
much, but apparently the high range 
prevailing has forced consumers to cut 
down their volume of demand, business 
at the moment being absolutely rou- 
tine. There was talk some time ago of 
the formation of a company for the 
purpose of bringing gums up from the 
Congo direct, but this proposition now 
seems to have been lost sight of. Bot- 
toms are scarce enough now and, nat- 
urally, shippers are able to obtain 
higher freight rates on shorter hauls 
than they ever could command on this 
trade route.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The window glass industries all over 


the country were scheduled to get 
under way the beginning of the past 
week, and, while some did get firmly 


started, there was the expected delay 
on the part of many in view of the 
shortage of coal, scarcity of skilled and 
unskilled labor and the general uncer- 
tainty prevailing as to whether the 
Government intended to place this 
commodity on the non-essential list of 
manufacturers. This latter factor was 
probably the most important of the 
three. Action along this line means 
the shutting down of many plants for 
the balance of the year, for the fuel 
must be saved for other lines of trade, 
of which their product is of more help 
to the Government in the carrying on 
of the War. It will be known definitely 
soon just what the decision of the Gov- 
ernment is. tumors now are that this 
commodity has been placed on the list 
of non-essential commodities. In the 
meanwhile, there was little of interest 
that developed in the spot market that 
was new. Discounts were well main- 
tained and the prospects are that they 
will remain so for some time.

German Government Offers 
Prizes for Substitute for 
Linseed Oil. 


Chicago, Dec. 7, 1917. 
The German Government has failed to 
procure satisfactory substitutes for lin- 


seed oil, according to Oswald F, Scheutte, 
special correspondent of the Chicago 
Daily News, who is now at Zurich, Swit- 
zeriand. In a recent dispatch Mr. 
Schuette states: 

“The German Ggvernment has just re- 
jected 46 preparations submitted in a gov- 
ernment prize competition to obtain sub- 
stitutes for linseed oil. Fifty thousand 
marks ($12,000) had been appropriated for 
such substitutes. Only one of those of- 
fered was at all acceptable, and the in- 
ventor, was awarded 5,000 marks ($1,200). 

‘A new competition has been ordered, 
with a first prize of 30,000 marks ($7,200) 
and a second prize of 15,000 marks ($3,600). 
The substitute must be made from Ger- 
man raw materials, and be available for 
use just as is linseed oil, with the char- 
acteristic of drying with a polished sur- 
face, of mixing with dry colors, elasticity 
and ability to withstand weathering. 

“This is a revelation of the government 
machinery which has helped discover so 
2 substitutes which the

HOW SHELLAC WILL BE SOLD UNDER NEW 
GOVERNMENT IMPORT TRADE REGULATIONS 








Order is gradualiyv being brought out of 
the chaos which the shellac im- 
porters were t wn at the close of last 
week. The ymmittee appointed by the 
United State S! Importers’ Associa 
tion, Ine., to with the War Trade 
Board at Wash on was in conference 
with the board ruesday, December 4 
The results of the eeting were reported 
to the association ai a meeting held the 
follewing Thursday 

In taking over the work which the Brit- 
ish authoyities have been doing, it was 
necessary that the association work out 
a system of guarantees whereby a record 
might be kept of ail the movements of 
shellac in this country. Three guaran- 
tees are required—one by the importer, 
another by the jobber, and vet a third 
by the consumer, the word ‘‘consumer’’ 
being understood to mean the point at 
which the she'lac has passed into the

The importer guarantees that all the 
material coming into his hands will be 
sold onl yto the jobbers. In like manner 
the jobber offers guarantee that he 
will dispose of his stocks only to the con-

who renders a final accounting to the 
Government In this way it is the in- 
tention of the Government to allow the 
importation of such quantities as are 
necessary to the legitimate needs of the 
trade and to prevent any hoarding or 
supplies for speculative purposes. 

All importers will have their shipments 
arrive consigned to the United States 
Shellac Importers’ Association, Inec., and 
after its arrival the deliveries will be 
made to the proper parties. Om each 
package of goods which the importer re- 
ceives he will pay the sum of lic. into 
the treasury of the association in order 
to provide funds necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs. A certified public 
accountant will be in charge of the 
books and all book work will be done 
under his direction amd by the staff of 
his appointment. It is estimated that a 
fund of $25,000 will in this way be paid 
into the treasury of the association. This 
self-imposed tax will be In effect on all 
goods received on and after December 
1, 1917.

It Can Be Sorted in This Country.

Last year between 6,000 and 7,000 tons 


were imported, and the demand gave ev'- 
dence of a probable increase in trade. 
The outlook has changed, however, since 
the restrictions on the importation of 
this article into the United Kingdom. 
This regulation limited the amount of 
imports to one-third of last year’s sup- 
plies, or about 2,000 tons. The producers 
in Congo are now faced with the problem 


of finding a market for this vear’s out- 
put of copal, and failure to do so would 
have serious results both upon the firms 
interested in the trade and upon the 


commercial position of the colony. 


Sorting Copal for Shipment. 


Copal is usually shipped to Europe un- 
sorted, and the dealers then carefully 
sort the product into about eight differ- 
ent qualities, depending chiefiy on trans- 
parency and color. Heretofore a large 
part of the better grades has been re- 
exported to consumers in the United 
States where copal is used in varnish 
making. The German manufacturers, 
however, bought the poorest qualities at 
very low prices and submitted them to a 
simple purifying process which produced 
a transparency almost equal to that of 
the finer grades. 

A large amount of copal is consumed by 
industries in the United States, but the 
buyers have insisted upon having only 
the purest quality, and it has, therefore, 


been impossible to ship copal direct 
from Congo to America, because it must 
first be sorted by dealers in Europe. 


Efforts have been made to sort the prod- 
uct in Congo before shipment, but have 
resulted in failure. 


Copal Sorted in America. 


If American buyers could make some 
arrangement for sorting copal upon its 
arrival in the United States, as has been 
done heretofore in Hull, they might now 
import large quantities of the unsorted 
product which have accumulated at the 
Congo seaports. The matter of refining 
the poorer grades should be easy of solu- 
tion and them the entire product would 
be of industrial use in the United States. 

Shipments can now be made from 
Matadi, Congo, direct to La Pallice (La 
Rochelle), France, where facilities exist 
for transshipment to New York. 

American firms interested in acquiring 
supplies direct from Congo should write 
to Pierre Lauwers, 132 Dunster House, 


Mincing Lane, London, E. C. 3, who is 
acting on behalf of the producers in 
Congo.

One recipe for 
casein paint is:—Commercial c: i 5 
parts; barium sulphate, 150-200: slaked 
lime, 10; gum = tragacanth, zlycering 
soap, in powder, 3 parts: a imilar 
recipe, when formaldehyde is used, be- 
ing:—Casein, 5 parts: ammonia, 0.25: wa- 
ter, 50; formaldehyde, 0.5: barium sul- 
vhate, 50 (or ad lib.): linseed oil, 5 parts 


(dissolved in 5 parts of alcohol).

mixed into a smooth paste with a little 
water, and thinned down with more 
water until a clear liquid is obtained.

LEASING POTASH 
LANDS TO PUBLIC 


Secretary Lane Issues Regu- 
lations Covering Prospect- 
ing for Needed Mineral. 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 

Secretary Lane Wednesday issued reg- 
ulations under which permits may be ob- 
tained to prospect for potash on public 
lands of the United States. Heretofore 
for some years all lands known to con- 
tain potash have been withdrawn from 
public acquisition. Hereafter known pot- 
ash lands may only be acquired by 
lease from the government. This is the 
first time the United States has leased its 
lands, excepting the coal lands of Alaska, 
which two years ago came under a leas- 
ing bill that was passed by Congress. 
The other mineral lands which Secre- 
tary Lane has asked Congress to place 
on a leasing basis are coal, oil and phos- 
phate lands, of which there are now 
many millions of acres under withdrawal. 
Bills to permit the leasing of these lands 
have twice passed the House, but have 
not been passed by the Senate. 

Prior to the war practically the world’s 
supply of potash was developed in Ger- 
many, which has immense deposits of the 
valuable mineral. At this time Germany 


is boasting that, on the ‘termination of 
the war the world again will have to 
obtain its potash supply from her. It 


is known, however, 
of potash exist in this country, and un- 
der the law and under the regulations 
issued exploitation of these beds will 
begin immediately. 

Permits may be issued to citizens, as- 
sociations and corporations of the United 
States for the exploration of not ex- 
ceeding 2,560 acres each of land in com- 
pact form, the permits to be for a period 
of two years. If the permittee discovers 
potash in commercial quantity and qual- 
ity he will be entitled to a patent for 
one-fourth of the area of his permit, the 
remainder to be subject to lease by the 
government. Applications for permits 
—— be filed in local United States land 
omces., 

In a few days Secretary Lane will 
issue the regulations to govern the leas- 
oan public lands containing potash de- 
posits.

Minneapolis, Dec. 6, 1917. 
The Minneapolis flax market is narrow- 





ing down again, owing to the failure of 
the movement to hold steady volume. 
There is a fair to good demand here for 
the offering, several crushers competing 
rather sharply for the choicest offerings. 
There is still a movement of the less de- 
sirable seed to other points, and some 
of the choice seed is going, forward 
again, too, owing to contracts that have 
to be completed. Duluth is bidding up 


for supplies as yet, and the competition 





offered by Eastern crushers and the ele- 
vator companies is resulting in the big- 
gest part of the movement being headed 
in that direction. During the week end- 
ing today Duluth received 340,000 bushels 
of seed, compared with a total of 139,000 
bushels received here. There is very 


little other grain arriving in Duluth, and 


the elevator companies in that market 
are trying to make some use of their 
storage and cleaning facilities. A large 


part of the seed is being bought to clean. 
of 





So far there has been no indication 
the closing of navigation and a large 
movement is going on. Shipments dur- 
ing the week ending todav totaled over 
403,000 bushels, considerably more than 
was received. In spite of these figures, 
there was some increase in elevator 
stocks. Reports current here say that 
the Eastern crushers are still short of 
seed, and Argentine shipments are not 
in the volume expected. 

In the local market today only 10 cars 
of seed were received and about half of 
these were offered for spot sale. Some 
of them were applied on old contracts. 
Only a car or two was of desirable 
Northern grown quality. The average 
quality of seed arriving here is poor 
compared with normal years, but fair 
according to standards of this season. 
Crushers have managed to accumulate 
quite a store of stuff during the past 
month or so, and while they do not fall 
over themselves to buy the Southern 
seed, they are all on the lookout for 
choice stuff. No Canadian seed was 
offered here during the week, and it Is 
doubtful whether any supplies of con- 
sequence will come this way owing to 


the car situation and the hedging opera- 
tions of the crushers in the Winnipeg 
market. Winnipeg prices have been 
much lower than domestic prices as a 
rule, and naturally the Eastern crushers 
bought futures in that market against 
deferred oil sales. With Argentine seed 
for usSé in the interim no doubt the 
Canadian seed will be taken for ship- 
ment over the lakes next spring. There 
seems to be no surplus equipment to 
spare on either Northwestern or Cana- 
dian railroads to carry seed to Minne- 
apoiis this fall and winter. 

In the case of Northwestern railroads 
the food corporation has requested that 
the shipper@give preference to the move- 
ment of wheat to Minneapolis owing to 
the scant supply of cars and the great 
need of wheat to allow mill operations 
to the limit while there is a chance of 
getting the flour over the lakes to East- 
ern territory. This request has been 
made again and every effort is being 
made to get all milling grains to market 
at once. For this reason a very small 
movement of flax is expected here. The 
movement will perhaps dwindle down to 


almost nothing in the near future, and 
when __—i transportation facilities shrink 
some, due to inclement weather, it is 


more than likely that the crushers here 
will have to close down for lack of sup- 
plies. Right now the capacity of the 
crushers is reduced because of the 
searcity of cars to carry oil and meal 
forward, and prospects are the diffi- 
culties will increase with colder weather, 
although the situatlon is somewhat bet- 
ter than most of the crushers expected it 
would be at this time. 

Local crushers have been offered new 
crop Argentine seed almost daily of late, 
and some lots have been taken for im- 
mediate shipment by sailing ships. The 
passage will probably take about 60 days. 
Reports received say that the quality or 
the new crop of that country is excel- 
lent, much better than the crop of last 
year, rough no samples have been re- 
ceived locally. Some seed was offered 
today on the basis of $2.80 laid down in 
New York, duty paid. Delivery of this 
seed can be expected early in February. 
Reports from the Manchurian crop are 
less favorable and offerings have been 
decidedly out of line with Argentine 
quotations owing to the exorbitant 
freight rates. According to local views, 
there is slight possibility of any Man- 
ehurian seed being shipped to this coun- 
try in the future. The price on last 
quotaions, including freight, figures out 
about $3.60 Minneapolis, higher than do- 
mestic seed.

Al- 
though the car situation is a little better 
than expected, it is bad enough, and it 
is impossible to keep up with shipping 
directions. In the main, the buyers are 
depending on their old contracts for sup- 
plies, and the e1 I here have oil to 


take care of these deals, but they cannot 
get the railroad equipment to fulfill their 
obligations. ‘There is no lack of ship- 
ping directions. Buyers furnish them 
promptly and cheerfully, but the crush- 
ers have to place many of them on file 
to await their turn for cars, 

There is some inquiry for deferred oil, 
supplies to be shipped as late as next 


September. Crushers are picking out the 
best of the bids for booking and neglect 
the rest. In fact, none of the crushers 


seem anxious to Make any forward com- 
mitments of importance under existing 
conditions and buyers do not manage to 
book many contracts with the manufac- 
turers. Prices for spot oil quoted at 
$1.14@1.15. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL. 

The meal market developed further 
strength during the week and there was 
a much sharper demand for offerings 
than could be satisfied. In fact, the few 
occasions on which a crusher makes 
offerings find the buyers more than will- 
ing to do business, and as a rule there 
are prospective orders for several times 
the amount offered received promptly. 
As soon as the trade hears of any meal 
for sale they respond quickly. In some 
cases offers are placed on file to wait 
for a chance to book. Advances in quo- 





tations do not seem to feaze the trade 
in the least and the grushers can get 
almost any price within reason. Ship- 


ping directions are very prompt and the 
ear situation is holding back consider- 
able stuff that is ready to deliver. In 
fact, the operations of some of the mills 
are minimized by the piling up of meal 


on mill floors. Im so far as the selling 
end of the business is concerned, there 
is nothing for the crushers to worry 
about. The worry comes about in the 
making of deliveries, and a numbe1 of 
cars could be used. today if they were 
available. 

The local demand increased some be- 


cause Eastern crushers have been run- 
ning low on seed and have had no offers 
of meal to make in Middle States terri- 
tory of late. For some time after the 
shutting off of export trade in cake the 
Fastern crushers began to reach out for 


meal orders in territory that is usually 
supplied from Minneapolis. Right now 
the Eastern competition is Ught and 


Minneapolis crushers cannot take care of 
the proffered business from old custom- 
ers, much as they would like to do so. 
A large art of the trade in meal is in 
territory that takes cars that are wanted 
badly by the flour millers, which is 
a factor of importance. ! If the crushers

There was more or less unsettlement 
in the oil market the past week, with 


various prices heard. However, opin- 
ion as to values did not change much 
and the fluctuations were confined to 
narrow limits. Apparently the market 
is purely on a supply and demand 
basis, with the total stock held here 
extremely small. One is led to believe 


that on any fair buying movement for 
spot delivery the available supply 
would be quickly cleaned up. This 


opinion, of course, igs not general, but 
it is apparent that the stock is un- 
usually low for this time of the year. 


Leading crushers were asking at the 
close from $1.21 to $1.25 per gallon and 
it Was possible to shade these a trifle 
in certain quarters. For delivery the 


balance of the month the average quo- 
tations were from $1.19 to $1.20 per gal- 
lon, this range holding for delivery to 
April. From April to August the posi- 
tion of the market was easier early in 
the week, and Sellers were willing to 


contract at around $1.12 per gallon, but 
toward the close all quotations along this 


line were withdrawn. However, little 
business was attempted on this basis, 
ang both the buyer and the seller were 
unwilling to trade so far ahead, es- 
pecially with the unsettled situation 
now in evidence. Exceedingly bullish 
advices were again reported from the 
Northwest and the leading crushers 
are of the opinion that higher prices 
are in prospect and that the supply 


will eventually be extremely light. It 
is pointed out that linseed oil, despite 


all the recent advances, is anywhere 
from two to three cents per pound 
less than such edible oils as coconut, 
corn, soya bean and various other ous, 
and, While to date the consumption 
of linseed oil is small, so far as the 
reguiar consumptive channels are con- 
cerned, there are inquiries for large 
amounts which could hardly be filled 
owing to the searcity. Of course, the 
trade is placing great dependence on 
the Argentine, and it is hoped that 


when the big inquiry for oil gets under 
way in the spring a good movement 
of seed from the Argentine will have 
meade itself felt here. 

The movement of seed from the 
Northwest to the primary markets 
showed a little increase the past week, 
but this was far below normal and 
not anywhere near the proper amount 
needed for this season of the year. The 
rush was not out of the ordinary and 
was simply in advance of the close of 


navigation, shippers naturally being 
anxious to get all the grain through 
they could before the season closed. 
Cars are scarce and the intention of 
the Government is to give as much 
room as it possibly can to th trans- 
portation of other cereals, which in 
these unusual times are by far in 
greated demand than flaxseed. With 
bad roads and the usual difficulties 
cenfronting the country during the 


Winter season, it will be months before 
much of this seed now back on the 
farms will even reach country stations.

Spasmodie flashes of trading hav? 
been offset by even greater dullness 
during the past week. Crude in the 


South was nominally held at $1.27 per 
gallon. Occasional orders have been 
made, enabling the passing of fairly 
gz00d sized lots, but these have been 
confined to closing out open commif- 
ments. Prices have been fairly regu- 
lar and under the influence of orders 
The future of the oil trade on the Ex- 


change does not look at all bright a‘ 
the moment, as conditions are so 
hedged in by regulations and trading 


rules that satisfactory operations by 


legitimate interests are next to im- 
possible, 

The general opinion of the brokers 
are that unless restrictions recently 


established are modified sufficiently to 
permit more general trading the mar- 
ket will be closed up entirely. 

The entire situation remained devoid 
of feature. There was a minimum of 
trading in the local contract market 
and only a quiet trade passing into 
other channels. There has been less 
selling pressure at crude oi] centers, 
but the upturn was not enough to in- 
timidate consumers, who seemed bent 
on following the hand-to-mouth policy 
in regard to buying. 

There has been a substantial upturn 
in the lard market, which was calcu- 
lated upon by some interests to 
broaden the consuming demand, but it 
developed while the Western lard mar- 
ket was advancing. There doubtless is 
a great deal of economy in regard to 
the usage of compound lard. Cotton 
oil interests are also confident that 
this year will be one of substantial in- 
crease in the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine. Makers of this product are 
advertising more than ever before, and 


the fields for its consumption are 
broadening. 
Great comment has been caused in 


cotton oil circles over the new restric- 
tions required by the Federal Food Ad- 
ministration on _ provision trading, 
which became effective on December 
5. The law states that there must be 
no manipulation of provisions futures, 
Which comprise pork. ribs and lard. 
Six months is the limit of future con- 
tracts. Lard and ribs must not fluc- 
tuate more than 50 cents a hundred- 
weight on any one day, nor pork mor? 
than $1 in a day. 

While it is reported that seed in the 


South is somewhat lower, it is be- 
lieved that farmers are in a position 
financially to hold their seed for a 
considerable period. Some of the lead- 
ing refiners assert that they ar@ dis- 
appointed in the movement of seed 
from first hands. The licensing sys- 
tem does not reach the farmer. It 


would seem, however, as though offer- 
ing of seed should increase. especially 
with the setting in of wintry weather. 


The knowledge that the licensing sys- 
tem precludes speculation, undue 
hoarding or excessive buying for fu- 


ture requirements among the mills and 


other interests, would seemingly call 
for a less frequent selling of seed 
There is feeling that the Govern- 
ment report on December 11 will be 
bullish, and authorities are on record 
with estimates of about 10,700,000 bales. 
excluding the linters. This would 
mean about 700,000 bales less than 


last year, or equivalent to a loss in

COTTONSEED MEAL AND CAKE PRICES TO 
BE STABILIZED AT FROM $46.50 TO $53.50 


New Orleans, La., Dee. 7, 1917. 
Before the end of this week the price 
of cottonseed meal and cake will be 
stabilized at from $46.50 to $53.50, accord- 


ing to the percentage of protein. The 
price means four to five dollars less a 
ton than the rate that prevailed a few 


weeks ago. 

The immense cut was accomplished by 
the United States Food Administration 
without issuing any order or fixing any 
price. It merely requested the cotton oil 
mills to adopt the course outlined, and 
the response has been unanimous. With- 
out such unanimity the cut would not be 
effective. Texas, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi have so far acted. The other States 
in the cotton belt will adopt the same 
resolutions at meetings to be held within 
the next few days. 


The movement started in Texas and 
was initiated by E. A. Peden, food ad- 
ministrator of that State. The Texas 


mill men were called into conference and 
they fixed the lower price. The concur- 
rence of other States then became im- 
perative, so Herbert Hoover, United 
States food administrator, was appealed 
to, and he promptly took a hand. 

Mr. Hoover communicated with John 
M. Parker, food administrator for Louis- 
iana, and he immediately sent out a tele- 
gram to all the mills in this State, ask- 
ing the managers to meet in this city, at 
the Hotel Grunewald, Saturday morning. 
Twenty-nine responded, headed by George 
(. Hauser, president of the Louisiana 
crushers. Mr. Hoover sent a like tele- 
xzram to P. M. Harding, food administra- 
tor for Mississippi, suggesting that a 
similar meeting be held in that State, or 
that the Mississippi millers participate in 
the the Louisiana men. Mr, 
Harding decided upon the latter course, 
and although he could not wire the notice 
out until Friday, there were thirty-seven 
millers from Mississippi present, led by 
Ss. W. Malone, of Natchez, president of 
the Mississippi crushers. The showing on 
the part of both States was considered 
remarkable under the circumstances. 

\ joint committee was appointed to 
formally shape the joint action, and the 
resolutions it reported were unanimously 
adopted, as follows:—

The production of the early gushers in the 
Pennsylvania oil fields and the more or less 
limited market for crude oil and its by- 
products in the early sixties of necessity 
forced operators to increase their storage— 
to build safe, fireproof storage. Congested 
field conditions with the tanks close to the 
wells was the primary cause for many con- 
flagrations. How to provide safe-fireproof- 
storage was the next big problem in tank 
construction. 

In 1865 operators began to advocate the 
use of iron tanks erected at some distance 
from the wells—the building of central “tank 
farms.” The Ocean Oil Company built an 
iron tank at Petroleum Centre about this 
time and in August, 1865, The Pennsylvania 
Tubing Transportation Company erected a 
15,000 barrel iron tank on the banks of the 
Allegheny River just above Oil City. These 
tanks were probably the first of their type 
built. 

The advantages of the use of iron in place 
of wood as material for tank construction 
of course is self apparent. It permitted tke 
erection of larger tanks with higher factors 
of safety—provided better protection from 
fire—and, of course, increased durability. 


Tanks of many capacities were constructed 
—even as large as 30,000 barrels. Here was 
a material that permitted a wide range of 
sizes, consequently the iron tank came quickly 
into general use. 

Iron tanks were constructed of boiler 
plates, rolled thin, cut up into sheets, 
punched, shaped and riveted together—in 
fact they were designed and built much after 
the same manner as that employed today. 
Many of the first iron tanks had wooden 
bottoms having a shaliow groove four inches 
from the edge into which the shell of the 
tank rested—but—the all iron tank having 
proved to be the more satisfactory in service 
came into general use about 1869. Most of 
the tanks were provided with wooden or 
light sheet iron roofs, some of which were 
covered with dirt; some made water tight 
and kept under water to prevent evaporation 
and afford protection against fire. 

To-day these same general principles of de- 
sign and construction underlie tank con- 
struction and in “P. I. W.” Tanks—which are 
recognized as standard—only those factors 
which make for durability, safety and serv- 
ice.

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DECLINE IN CRUDE PRODUCTION 
GROWS MORE AND MORE ALARM- 
ING— FIRST PRICE INCREASES 
AUGUR FUTURE CONDITIONS. 





An unanswerable indication of the decline 
in crude petroleum production and the in- 
creased drain upon stocks came last week with 
a 25-cent advance in the quotation of Penn- 
sylvania crude, and corresponding increases 
in other high-grade oils. 

Despite more or less optimistic reports from 
Federal sources, such as the October sum- 
mary of crude petroleum movements made by 
the Geological Survey and analyzed else- 
where in this issue, it is an undeniable fact 
that the decrease in production of high-grade 
gasoline-content oil has been continuous, and 
that no new fields have been found to offset 
the decline. 

With winter weather, bad roads, lack of 
well material, scarcity of labor, because of 
the draft, and up till the present the worst 
drouth in the history of the Mid-Continent, 
the situation has become exceedingly serious. 

To offset the decline in output of high- 
grade oil there must be a tremendously in- 
creased production of oil of a lower gasoline 
content, or—an increase in the amount of 
gasoline and distillates produced from lower- 
grade crude. To provide the first requisite, 
increased crude production, there must be 
conducted a campaign of oil land exploitation 
on a scale never before attempted, with the 
full weight of the Government behind the 
provision of pipe and well material, and the 
further release of the 4,000,000 acres of 
proved oil lands withdrawn by the Govern- 
ment in the West. 

Under present priority freight regulations, 
as well as control of iron and steel manufac- 
ture, the provision of the required well ma- 
terial cannot be effected unless the Govern- 
ment acts. , 

The release of withdrawn oil lands rests 
with Congress and they will be urged to take 
affirmative action during the present session, 
with results now believed to be favorable to 
new production. 

Should no material be provided the produc- 
tion will be confined to the settled producing 
companies and wells, with the required ad- 
dition to this naturally dwindling production 
from wildcat or small operator sources so 
small as to be negligible. 

With this reduced output, and with con- 
stantly increasing demands for consumption, 
prices must rise inevitably—as they have dur- 
ing the week just closed. Other fields must 
follow the lead of the Pennsylvania group. 


Give the petroleum men the material, the 
right to receive it by freight, and demands can 
be met despite high cost of such maierial and 
scarcity of skilled labor. 

Withhold this now absolutely essential re- 
lief and the petroleum situation, now so in- 
volved as to approach the alarming, will offer 
a problem to perplex the mast skilled expert, 
in or out of Federal emplov. 


SQUEEZING THE WATER OUT OF 
OKLAHOMA OIL STOCKS BY DECI- 
SION OF STATE SUPREME COURT. 





The flotation of millions of dollars of face value 
stock based upon capitalization of small leases, and 
incidentally mulcting legitimate oil men by taxation 
based upon fictitious prosperity is to be ended in 
Oklahoma. 

By a decision of the Oklahoma Supreme Court, 
just rendered by Justice Robert M. Rainey in an 
interpretation of section 39, article 9, of the Okla- 
homa constitution, both the Governor and the At- 
torney-General of the State will enforce the pro- 
vision of the law that ‘No corporation shall issue 
stock except for money, labor done or property actu- 
ally received to the amount of the par value thereof, 
and all fictitious increase of stock or indebtedness 


shall be void.” 


In other words, not only is stock which has been 
sold below par in the flotation of companies illegal, 
but the practice of selling stock for a few cents a 
share will be put an end to. The judge specifically 
ruled that “‘Stock certificates are void in the hands 
of the holders if they were issued by the corporation 
in violation of section 39, article 9, for a considera- 
tion less than the par value thereof.” 

It has been an unfortunate practice in the oil in: 
dustry of the country—vide the history of Pennsyl- 
vania petroleum, and later the history of the Mid- 
Continent and Wyoming, to largely over-capitalize 
holdings and then sell the stock for a modicum of 
the stated par. One concern was organized less 
than two years ago in Oklahoma with no other prop- 
erty than 160 acres of supposed oil land in the 
Nowata pool. The lease was capitalized at some- 
thing like a million dollars an acre and stock was 
sold the country over at | cent a share, Another 
large flotation with one small lease near Tulsa, 
Okla., was capitalized at $20,000,000—and sold 


stock at 2 cents a share! 


Under the present ruling of Judge Rainey this 
stock today is worth even less than a cent a share, 
without hope of recovery, since there was no con- 
tract, and the transaction was void in the first place. 
The purchase of a lease for $2,000 and the trad- 
ing of this property to a company for $20,000 in 
stock—by no means an unknown practice in the past 
—will be impossible in Oklahoma under the ruling 
of the court. 

The Governor, Secretary of State J. L. Lyon, 
and Attorney-General Freeling of Oklahoma all 
assert that this petroleum ‘‘blue sky’’ law will be 
enforced hereafter \to the letter, with the result that 
the investor will be protected—and with the fur- 
ther inevitable result that many a fictitiously capital- 
ized corporation will be given its quietus in the floods 
of water squeezed from its stocks. 

Oklahoma and the petroleum men of the State 
are to be congratulated upon the courage and the 
consistency of Judge Rainey, and should other 
States follow the example of business honesty thus 
inculcated—and to be rigorously enforced—the 
status of oil stock as investments cannot but be 
enhanced appreciably.

FIRST CHANGE IN CRUDE PRICES FOR 

PENNSYLVANIA GRADE SINCE AU- 

GUST 20 POINTS TENDENCY OF THE 

MARKET. 





More than ordinary significance is to be found in 
the changes in quotations for the Pennsylvania grades 
of crude oil registered during the week, when the 
price went to $3.75 a barrel, an increase of 25 cents, 
and was followed by uplifts in Corning, Ohio, of 
20 cents; 15 cents a barrel for Cabell, Pa., and 
Somerset, Ky., and 10 cents a barrel for the Ken- 
tucky low grade, Ragland. 


This was the first change in Pennsylvania prices 
since the rise registered August 20, and places the 
quotation at a higher point than at any period since 
1876, when a high of $4.231% was touched, al- 
though a low of $1.4834 was registered the same 
The previous quotation to go beyond the 


year. 


psesent price was in 1872, when $4.20 a barrel 
was paid. 

The reasons leading up to the change are consid- 
ered elsewhere in this issue, but may be summarized 
briefly under three distinct heads—the decline in 
high-grade production, the continuance of the un- 
usual demand for both crude oil and its products, 
and the increased cost of new work, and, in fact, 
all work connected with the production and distri- 
bution of the group of industrial essentials coming 
within the category of petroleum and its products. 


Reasons for Advance. 

New production of Pennsylvania grade oil has 
declined primavily because new pools cannot be 
found to offset the losses by producing wells. Strip- 
pers are the rule, not the exception, and it is a note- 
worthy fact that, were it not for the extraordinary 
high prices: which have obtained for Pennsylvania 
grade oil because of its gasoline content, and the war 
need for gasoline and similar products, hundreds of 
wells would have been shut down ere this because 
the operators could not have afforded to produce 
such comparatively small quantities of crude. 

It was an axiom in normal times that higher prices 
meant increased production. The effect of the 
present increase comes from an economical cause 
that does not presuppose increased production—ac- 
tual permanent decline in oil available in certain re- 
stricted territory. In other words, the Pennsylvania 
grade oils will continue to become more and more 
scarce until, like Newcastle, Pa., which disappeared 
from the quotations within a year, many of them 
will become a memory. 

Other Oil Fields Will Follow. 

Now that the first break in the price chain has 
been made—and it was postponed only because of 
the attitude of the Government and the uncertainty 
both as to possible commandeering and possible price- 
fixing—other fields may be expected to follow suit. 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, if past precedent is to be . 
followed, will join in payment of increased barrel 
rates for crude, and unless something now anticipated 
occurs it will not be long before Mid-Continent quo- 
tations also go higher. In fact, the need for more 
money for Mid-Continent crude is openly advocated 
today in the fields, and had it not been that the re- 
cent disastrous drouth has been broken within a fort- 
night price increases would have seemed the only 
solution of the new production problem. 

Texas Panhandle, Caddo and Gulf Coast will 


follow Mid-Continent for a certainty. 


New Work at High Pitch. 

The most encouraging feature of the situation, 
from the viewpoint of the consumer who requires in- 
creased amounts of petroleum, is the fact that in new 
work a virtual new record is being established. 
There has been no decline in crude production, be- 
cause attempts have not been and are not now being 
made to accelerate crude output. To the contrary, 
the decline has come despite the increased amount 
of new work done to provide the required oil. 

For example, at the close of November there were 
4,738 rigs and wells using the drill, an increase of 
70 over the total at the end of October, and this 
during the period when under normal conditions 
new work would have declined sharply. The amount 
of new work under way at the present writing is the 
largest on record—no such attempt to wrest petro- 
leum from the sands was ever under way in the his- 
tory of the industry. And this despite unprecedented 
prices for materials, shortage of labor and lack of 
transportation. 

Just as October established a new work record, 
November has placed the mark still higher. 


What Was Done in November. 


Details of the November report can be obtained 
from the regular reports from our field corespondents 
upon subsequent pages, but a condensation of condi- 
tions will be found interesting :— 

The Pennsylvania fields completed 70 more wells 
than in October, with a total of 50, and a new pro- 
duction of almost 3,000 barrels, or 230 barrels 
more than the previous month. 

Lima and Indiana showed a decline in new work, 
completions and production, while Central Ohio gave 
an increase in new wells, all gaseous but two. Ken-

The 
close proximity of the fields to the source of 
supplies also aided the condition Now that 
these fields are suffering from lack of sup- 
plies it might be considered the last word in 
this condition of the industry 


Shutdown Necessitated. 


Early in the week the Standard Oil Company 
found it necessary to shut down a number of 


wells and lay off a large force of men on, the 
Murphy and Whittier leases. Shortage on 8% 
and 10-inch pipe was the cause, The local 
supply houses stated that a little pipe was 
being received from the east, the quantity, 
however, not being anywhere near equal to 


the demand. Unless the present pipe shortage 
can be remedied in the near future a large 
number of wells now in the course of drilling 
will have to close down. Under these cir- 
cumstances very little wildcatting can be ex- 
pected to be carried on by the new companies. 


The south reflects the conditions generally 
prevalent throughout the State. 
Activities in the exchanges in California 


have been comparatively slight and there has 
been a marked tendency for prices to decline. 
The $100 par value stocks have been affected 
by this tendency even more than the stocks o! 
lesser value, 


Labor Agreement Reached. 


An adjustment of labor troubles was made 
last week which is expected will eng all 
‘ontroversies between the Oil .and Gas 


Workers Union and California operatorg in 


the oi! industry. For several months seri- 
ous trouble has been hanging fire between 
these two factions, due ti certain demands 
regarding time of labor for oil field em- 
ployes and compensation for services made 
by the union. Tho difficulty wag settled 
only by Federal mediation, the matter be- 


ing taken over by the Hon. Verner Z. Reed. 
who personally represented Hon. W. B. Wil- 
son, chairman of the President’s Mediation 
commission, 

At the meeting held last week, 
Reed presided, representatives of all the 
leading oil companies of the State were 
present, together with W. J. Yarrow, pres- 
ident of the Oil Workers’ Union. After a 
three-day session the President’s mediator 
delivered to the producers of oil, the oil 
refiners and the oil pipeline companies of 
the State of California the following de- 
mands—

Field Notes. 
rhe Thomas Straus well in the Placentia 
field has turned out to be somewhat of a dis- 
appointment. The well represents some five 
years of labor and expenditure of close to 
360,000. A depth of 3,906 feet was cleaned 
out and tubed The well is making some 300 
barrels daily, the most of which is water. 
Encouragement lingers with the fact that the 
gas pressure is quite noticeable, and it may 
be possible that the water can be exhausted 
by long-time pumping. 
The Interstate well on land leased from the 


Riverside Portland Cement Company and just 
west of where that company is drilling, is 
down some 2.000 feet. Oil is not expected 
until a greater depth has been attained. The 
formation is exceedingly hard, similar to that 
which ruined the first well of the cement 
company. Cable tools are being used. 

The finding by the Montebello Oil Company 
of a second oil sand on the Shields lease bids 
fair to be one of the great events of the year 
for the company. The new sand was struck 
in well No. 113 at 3,378 feet and below what 
has been considered the bottom salt water. 
The drill went a few feet into the sand and 
the 8%-inch casing was ianded and the water 
cemented off successfully at 3,374 feet. After 
this the well was drilled seventeen feet further 
into the oil sand and then commenced flowing 
at the rate of 100 barrels between the casings. 

After several days’ session at the Land Of- 
fice here the hearing on the application of the 
Western Minerals Company for patent to some 
2,000 acres lying southeast of Maricopa thas 
been adjourned to San Francisco, where fur- 
ther testimony will be taken; then the pro- 
ceedings will be adjourned to Los Angeles 
again for the final wind-up. Which ever way 
they may decide the matter is practically cer- 
tain to be appealed to the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office at Washington and 
then to the Secretary of the Interior. 


OIL IN WYOMING. 





Undeveloped bint Promising Land in 
South Half of Big Horn Basin. 


The south half of the Big Horn Basin, 
Wyo., embraces some oil country that is 
undeveloped but very promising. An 
important report recently published by 
the United States Geological Survey, pre- 
sents information regarding fifty domes 
and anticlines in this region. Besides 
the Greybull, Torchlight and 7rass 
Creek anticlines, which are already suf- 
ficiently developed to contribute largely 
to the production of oil in .Wyoming, 
there are several’ other domes and anti- 
clines in which oil or gas has been 
struck, but which are not sufficiently 
drilled to indicate their value as oil 
reservoirs. Eleven of the anticlines de- 
scribed have already proved to be pro- 
ductive, and about as many more anti- 
clines have been tested by one to four 
holes, though some of the holes have 
not been theoretically well located. It 
must be borne in mind that oil develop- 
ment in Wyoming is still in a very early 
stage, and that drilling has not yet cov- 
ered enough ground to indicate the prob- 
able productivity of all the anticlines. 

The probability that the remaining an- 
ticlines and domes described in this re- 
port may contain oil or gas has been 
earefully considered by the authors, who 
have studied their form and prominence, 
their mutual relations, their positions in 
the basin, the formations exposed on the 
axes, and their similarity to like domes 
and anticlines that carry or do not carry 


oil or gas. : 
The stratigraphy and structure of the 
region are discussed in detail, particular 


attention being given to the nature of the 
folding and its bearing on the proper lo- 


cation of drill holes.

WHAT FOREIGN RIGHTS IN MEXICAN OIL 
FIELDS MEAN—RENUNCIATION OF APPEAL 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 


The oil industry of the United States, 
and particularly those men who look 
toward a future development of the re- 
sources of Mexico, will read the follow- 
ing explanation of the attitude of the 
Mexican Government, published in this 
city by the Mexican News Bureau, with 
great interest:— 

“Official explanation has been pub- 
lished of the circular issued about a 
vear ago explaining the operation of ar- 


ticle 27 of the new constitution, regard- 
ing the acquisition of lands in the Re- 
public of Mexico, and which is misun- 
derstood, especially abroad. 

“The first section of article 27 says:— 
‘Only Mexicans by birth or by naturali- 
zation, and Mexican associations, com- 
panies or incorporations, have i t 
to acquire ownership of the lands, waters 
and their accessories, or to obtain con 
eessions for the exploitation of mines, 


waters or mineral combustibles in the 
Mexican Republic. The State can grant

hen those laws do not suit his ideas or 
nterests The foreigner who engages 
in business or buys land in the United 
States has no right of appeal from the 
aws Of this country to his own govern- 
ment, and that is exactly what is de- 


manded in Mexico, merely because some 


foreigners have seemed to fancy they 
had that right.’’

STRINGENT TESTS 
OF MOTOR FUELS 


Bureau of Mines to Investi- 
gate Three Out of More 
Than 100 Submitted. 


Washingto Dec. 7, 1917 

With more than a hundred alleged u 
perior motor fuels ibmitted and under 
examination by the Bureau of Mines ‘n 
an effort to find the best fuel for the 
Liberty Motor, and for use in airships by 
the United States and her allies in the 
war against Germany--the war workers 
of the government have at last decided 
to get down to brass tacks 

Thus far the official war boards of the 
government which are particularly in- 


terested in finding the best possible motor 


fuel for airships and the Liberty Motor 
generally have been planning to do a lot, 
and have really been putting in a lot of 
time, and in some instances considerable 
work—but they had not gotten down to 
narrowing their field and working out 
their problem systematically. 


The Signal Corps, the Automobile Prod- 





ucts Section of the Council of National 
Defense, the United States Bureau of 
Mines, the Aircrafts Production Board, the 
Navy departments of the United States 
and Great Britain and the French Flying 
Corps, the Italian Flying Corps and the 
Zureau of Standards were to all intents 
and purposes playing a game of poker 
with each other. Each talked big of 
what it planned to do. 


Finally they got together this week and 
agreed to lay their hands on the table— 
and in some cases they were pretty slim 
hands. 

Out of that “show down" conference 
has come the first systematic effort to 
find out just how big the problem is and 
then seek to solve it. 


Three Distinct Fuels. 


The United States Bureau of Mines is 
to submit three distinct fuels—and it will 
never be divulged which three out of the 
more than 100 awaiting a verdict will first 


be submitted. 

The Bureau of Standards is to make 
extreme tests of these fuels. These ex- 
treme fuels will be subjected to very 
low boiling and high boiling tests. They 
will be tested under extreme conditions, 
sea-level pressures, and tests correspond- 
ing to high altitudes to find out what 
possible differences may exist. The gov- 
ernment technologists will then have a 
working basis on which to try to find 
the sort of fuel to meet the tests. 

Some of those who have been working 


the hardest on the motor fuel proposition 
are not at all sure that there will be 
any great difference shown. 3ut, what- 
ever is shown, will be used as a possible 


range of differences. With the extremes 
known the technologists feel they will 
have their problem more definitely be- 


fore them. 
The vision that these government work- 


ers have before them is to find, if pos- 
sible, a motor fuel that can be stand- 
ardized for the use of the United States 


in the Liberty Motor and in the thou- 
sands upon thousands of airships that are 
being built This would also be used by 
the Allies in their trucks and tanks and 
airships—but it’s all a big ‘‘if.’’ 

The technologists are not at all sure 
that a standard fuel will be as satisfac- 


tory for all lines of work, they. are not 
at all sure that a much different fuel 
than is now in use can be adopted prac- 
tically. But they have set themselves 


systematically to find out. 
While the finding of a motor 
prime importance, efforts will I 
in the same way to test out the lubri- 
eants which must be developed, particu- 
larly for the rotary engines on airships.

OCTOBER PIPELINE MOVEMENTS SHOW THAT 
MAJORITY OF FIELDS HELD PRODUCTION 


Decline Comparatively Small, but Shipments Increased 
Largely—Stocks Continue to Dwindle.

it is to be remembered that while the 
tigures given are official—on the part of 
the government—they are not complete, 
since they are made up from companies 
reporting. In the October report the to- 
tals are supposed to represent the opera- 


tions of 170 pipeline and refining com- 
panies that handle or receive oil direct 
from the productive fields east of the 
Rocky Mountains, such reports having 
been received up till noon of Novem 
ber 28, 


No reports from California are included 
in the Geological Survey total, but the 
Reporter has included the report from 
that State as compiled by the Producers’ 


Agency, and this is approximately cor- 
rect. This will be seen to make a differ- 
ence of more than 9,000,000 barrels in thi 
totals for runs and deliveries, and of 
more than 33,500,000 barrels in the stock 
totals, 
Federal Returns Incomplete. 
It is unfortunate, in a great many re 


spects, that these Federal reports do not 
agree with returns as given out by many 
of the pipeline companies. For instance 
in the grouping of Appalachian, Lima- 
Indiana and Illinois fields, the total runs 
are 3,776,994 barrels; the deliveries, 4,12% 
702 barrels, while the stocks are placed 
at 10,365,577 barrels by the Federal report. 
According to the reports of the pipe- 
lines as published in the Reporter for 
November 19 the runs for the month of 
October totaled 3,105,045 barrels (less); the 
deliveries 4,638,459 barrels (more than half 
a million barrels more), and the stocks 
12,241,786 barrels (approximately 2,000,000 
yarrels More). 
The Survey finds on the whole that the 
summary offers a basis for optimism con- 
cerning the petroleum situation in the 
fields to which it relates. Gratifying in- 
crease in production is credited in Oc- 
tober to the Appalachian, Lima-Indiana 
lllinois, Central and North Texas and 
tocky Mountain fields, despite the ap- 
proach of winter. The apparent decline 
of production in the Oklahoma-Kansas 
field is too slight to warrant serious con- 
cern, and that charged to the North 
Louisiana and Gulf Coast fields is by no 
means discouraging. Compared with the 
output in October, 1916, that in October, 
1917, was appreciably greater in all fields 
except Lima-Indiana, Illinois and North 
Loulsiana, 

















This Federal compilation includes state 
ments tiled by 43 companies operating in 
the Appalachian field; 11 in the Lima-In- 
diana tield; 6 in the Illinois field; 73 in 
the Oklahoma-Kansas field; 13 in the 
Central and North Texas field; 7 in the 
North Louisiana field; 9 in the Gulf coast 
field, and 8 in the Rocky Mountain field.

Under Trading With Enemy Act War Trade Board Vested 
With Full Control of Shipments Into the United States. 





Washington, Dec. 7, 1917 

For ome months exports from the 
United States have been controlled by 
the War Trade Board, successor to the 
Exports Administrative Board, the 
agency originally empowered to control 
by a system of licensing exports from 
the United States The War Trade 
Board is now vested with similar control 
of the principal items of importation into 
the United States 

Title 7 of the “espionage act’? gave to 
the President the power, when the public 
safety so required, to control exports 
from the United States. Under the 
power so conferred, the President, by 
proclamations of July 9, 1917, and August 
27, 1917, established control over exports. 
Section 11 of the “trading with the 
enemy act’’ conferred upon the Presi- 
dent a like power to control imports into 
the United States. Such action was made 
necessary because of interference with 
normal production, as well as the ex- 


traordinary consumption occasioned by 


the war. Among notable examples of 
such materials may be mentioned tin, 
wool, rubber, ferro-manganese, leather, 
flax and jute. 

The governmental supervision of im- 
ports makes possible a more effective 
scheme of reciprocity, and brings about 
a closer unity of the countries associated

Cottonseed Oil. 


Regarding American cottonseed oil, an 
American firm with offices at Rotterdam 
has supplied the following facts:— 


The export and sale of cottonseed oil 
was in the hands of several large con- 
cerns. The high prices of lard caused 


a demand for cotton oil. The exports of 
this product from the United States were 
slightly smaller in 1916 than formerly, 
but the high prices obtained made up for 


the diminished amounts exported. 

It was difficult to obtain cottonseed oil 
on the Rotterdam market because 
freights were high, insurance premiums 


heavy, and shipping space could scarcely 


be obtained. As am insufficient supply of 
fats and oils reached Holland directly,

ered in Rotterdam. It was then neces- 
sary to make ec. i. f. sales Rotterdam, 
and the packers chartered a steamer for 
this purpose. When the goods arrived 
they found a ready market. 


The following imports of products used 


in the manufacture of margarin show 
how successful the margarinm industry 
was during 1916:—45,880 tons of animal 
fats, 42,180 tons of vegetable oils and 
fats, and 198,248 tons of oil seeds and 
nuts, 

Turpentine and Rosin. 

The imports of turpentine and rosin 
from the United States reflect the influ- 
ence of the war fully as much as those 
of other American products. Shipping 
space could not be obtained on vessels 


sailing directly from the United States to 
the Netherlands; therefore the market 
was supplied with indirect shipments via 
England, Of the 10,000 barrels imported, 
only about 3,000 came directly from the 
United States. The prices on the London 
turpentine market were very favorable 
during the first part of the year because 
of the large American production and ex- 
port. The prices on the Rotterdam mar- 
ket were better during the second half 
year, but at all times they were lower 
than one might expect during the war. 
The fluctuations were slight on the local 
market. 

The price of rosin increased more com- 
paratively than that of turpentine. The 
market opened at about $6.43 per 110 
pounds, but the quotations gradually rose 


until they were $9.85 per 110 pounds at 
the close of the year.

There is a general feeling throughout 
the entire drug market that ‘with the 
Federal Government controlling all 
shipments within and without the 
country, the trade is in a position in 
which it knows not what to expect. The 
transportation situation is so acute 
that that all commodities not falling 
under the head of necessities will un- 
doubtedly be refused shipment. 

This is certain to affect the drug 
trade in general, and in some quarters 
its effects are being felt at the present 
time. Some large consignments of 
pharmaceuticals intended for eastward 
shipment are reported to have been re- 
fused movement at the instigation of 
Washington authorities, and it is cer- 
tain that only such supplies as are ab- 
solutely necessary will be allowed ship- 
ping facilities. Everything must give 
way before the two crying needs of the 
hour—fod and fuel. In the supplying of 
these needs many fields of commerciai 
enterprise will be curtailed and the 
drug trade must be prepared to bear its 
share in the much needed general re- 
adjustment which the war has forced 
on this country. 

When real neeg is evidenced it may be 
assuredly stated that the Government 
will see to it that the need is met and 
relief given to any abnormal situation 
which may arise. But it is equally cer- 
tain that with the abatement of any 
individual situation having been 
acnieved the return to the status quo 
will be made, 

Another phase of the situation is the 
intention of the Government to as far as 
possible eliminate all speculative enter- 
prises. Systems of guarantees are to 
be put into effect which will make the 
hoarding of supplies absolutely impos- 
possible. The size, nature and con- 
sumption requirements of all stocks 
falling under this classification will be 
known at Washington and only the 
actual requirements of any given com- 
mercial enterprise so classified will be 
considered by the War Trade Board. 

The old days of individualism are 
gone, and in some directions it is hoped 
that they may be thrown overboard for 
good. At present it is the get-together 
spirit which must fill the public con- 
sciousness, the drug trade as much as 
any other field of enterprise. The Gov- 
ernment desires, above all else, not to 
hurt or injure business in any particu- 
lar, but it is equally determined on one 
inflexible course—the winning of the 
war—and every branch of American 
business must expect to contribute its 
share in achieving this end. 

The general situation in the drug 
market on spot was one of waiting and 
general] inactivity. Prices were, on the, 
whole, thorqughly maintained, ang al- 
though no advances were made which 
might be considered startling, the levels 
were kept easily. The buying was of 


the hand-to-mouth variety and little 
but routine and going business was 
done.

A fairly large shipment of bark 
arrived during the week, and although 
this had no particular effect on the 
market price of the bark, it did have 
the effect of steadying the quinine mar- 
ket and hoiding it to the present posi- 
tion. Sulphate and bisulphate is still 
at 75c. per ounce in 100 ounce tins; 
50 ounce tins closed at 75%, 25 ounce 
tins at 76c., 5 ounce tins at 77c., 1 ounce 
tins at 80. There have been no changes 
in the cinchonine sulphate or alkaloid 
which stands at 35c. and 5lc. respec- 
tively. The same holds for the cin- 
chonidine sulphate which closed at 55c. 
and for the alkaloid which holds firmly 
at 98c. per ounce, 


MORPHINE. 


Demands were reported in greater 
number and importance during the 
week just closed. The prices on all forms 
of the drug were steadily maintained, 
and although the business passed was 
not exceptional in its volume the in- 
crease was not spasmodic, but of the 
king which points toward the firm posi- 
tion which the various opium derivitives 
occupy.. Bulk morphia of the muriate, 
sulphate and acetate varieties closed at 
$12.80 per ounce for 5-ounce cans in 25- 
ounce lots.

There is said to be no 
immediate prospect of a further jump 
in the salt, and sellers are holding 
strictly to the present prices. The last 
quotations before the close of the mar- 
ket were $8.85 for the sulphate, $8.30 for 
the phosphate, $9.195 for the nitrate, 
$11.05 for the alkaloid, $9.195 for the 
acetate, $9.95 for the hydrochloride and 
muriate.

ACIDS. 


No development of note occurred 
during the week in the pharmaceutica!

BORIC.—Boric acid met with a good 
request both on spot and from nearby 
points. The closing was firm at 12%c.

SUNDRY DRUG ITEMS. 


The general drug list was in fair 
strength during the week closing Sat- 
urday. The falling off in prices was 
largely in the items which have been 
inactive for some time past and in no 
way seriously affects the general situ- 
ation of strength. 

ACETANILID.—Prices were firm and 
business passed easily at the new fig- 
ure announced for this drug a short 
time ago. The closing was strong at 
70c. for C. P. in barrels. 

CASTOR OIL.—It is to be expected 
that under the Federal import impor- 
tation all speculation in castor oil will 
be eliminated. A just and reasonable 
price will obtain for this oil so neces- 
sary to the government, and the ordi- 
nary user will probably be protected 
as well as the Government. Fortu- 
nately, the control to a considerable 
extent rests in the hands of a few 
crushers, and there is a marked dispo- 
sition on their part to act thoroughly 
in accord with the Government in the 
present necessity. The closing quota- 
tions were at 25c. per pound for-the 
AA grade and 24%c. per pound for the 
No. 3. 

CHLOROFORM. — The inquiry for 
chloroform was noted to be in increas- 
ing volume. The government has pur- 
chased fairly large quantities recently 
and is sure to be an outgoing channel 
for some time to come. The spot re- 
quests were better than normal, ani 
manufacturers state that the present 
price will remain unchanged for a con.

Every operator should keep in mind the 
fact that the value of rosin in the form 
of dross is not as great as the value of 
well-strained, clean rosin, the report 
states. Therefore every effort should be 
made to keep the amount of dross as low 
as possible without affecting the qua.ity 
of the rosin obtained.

Considerable Amount Now Recovered 
from Lyes—Used in Lubricating 


Greases. 


In the manufacture of wood pulp a very 
considerable amount of rosin must pass 
into the lyes, either in solution or in 
suspension. According to K. Lorentz, a 
liquid rosin can be extracted from these 
lyes by acidifying with a mineral acid. 
The rosin thus obtained was until recent- 
ly a waste product, but now it seems that 
it has a marketable value, being sold at 
9 marks per 100 kilos, or about 4ted. per 
pound, which seems a very high price 
even today, when compared with that of 
ordinary rosin. The material is pale 
brown in color, but becomes black on 
exposure, has a disagreeable odor, and 
does not dry or solidify. It could be 
purified either by distillation, by treat- 
ment with sulphuric acid, strong brine, 
milk of lime, or by saponifying and re- 
precipitating, or it could be bleached by 
chemical means. The uses suggested fo~ 
it are in soap-making and for the prepa- 
ration of lubricating greases. It is 
stated to comtain resins, fatty acids and 
a yellow coloring matter. 

Sieber states that rosin from pine 
woods obtained by treating the material 
with organic solvents contains an aver- 
age of 50 per cent. of fatty matter, only 
traces of turpentine were extracted by 
ether from young wood, but by boiling 
it with caustic soda at eight atmospheres

OUR CHEMICAL GROWTH. 


Secretary Lane Cites Marvelous De- 
velopment of Industry Since 1914. 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 

The phenomenal growth of the chemical 
industries of the United States since 1914 
is the subject of comment by Secretary 
Lane, of the Interior Department, in his 
report to Congress. 

“Not only have factories sprung up to 
manufacture products formerly import- 
ed, but great expamsion has taken place 
to supply the increased demand for all 
chemical products,’’ says Secretary Lane. 
“The country now manufactures practi- 
cally everything required along chemical 
lines. 

“The increase in capital invested in 
chemical industries was, in 1915, $65,565,000; 
in 1916, $99,244,000; and up to September, 
1917, $65,861,000 over the preceding year. 
New chemical industries are now being 
opened up at an unprecedented rate, ow- 
ing to war needs and the energy of 
American chemists and physicists.

BELLADON NA SCARCE. 


Medicinal Drug Being Grown Here 
but Demand Will Exceed Supply. 


Washington, Dec. 7, 1917. 
Druggists, and more especially manu- 
facturing chemists on pharmaceutical 
preparations, have been fearing a famine 
in belladonna This important mydria- 
tic alkaloid goes into the preparation of 
many medicines. 


Prior to the war the supply for this 
country came almost entirely from what 
is now the theater of war, or at least 


from territory controlled by the Central 


Powers. 

There has been a persistent demand 
for more beliadonna as one of the most 
important ingredients in medical treat- 
ment [The shortage of supply has 
caused considerable uneasiness’ in the 
trade. 

To prevent a belladonna famine a num- 





ber of persons have started growing this 
drug. _ re re a number of small 
planti principally throughout the 
Middle West. Several acres are given 
over to this at the Industrial Research 
Farm, near Washington; there is also 
1 small acreage at Glen Island, Va. For 
several years there has been a serious 
attempt to grow belladonna on a com- 
nercial scale near Philadelphia, and 
there are quite a few small parcels in 


Michigan.

COAL-TAR 


Saturday Noon, Dec, 8, 1917. 


Very little change has occurred in 
the market for coal tar dyes and in- 
termediates at New York during the 
week just ended. This is true both as 
to conditions governing the market 
an’ prices. The few price alterations 
thet have been made have been up- 
ward and due mainly to further de- 
pletion of stocks rather than to any 
unusual increase in consuming demand 
which remains rather heavy for a 
majority of the items on the general 
list. There are several features of 
strength to the situation with benzol, 
phenol and toluo] comparatively little 
heard of in actual transactions. 

The scarcity of the three products 
mentioned is reflected largely in their 
kindred products. The shortage in the 
three commodities mentioned may be 
said to be causing a continuing tight- 
ening of the entire market. Many of 
the products are at such levels as to 
cause buyers to hesitate about enter- 
ing the market while some of the 
others are in such urgent demand that 
the question of price is without effect 
on the buyer. This latter is particu- 
larly true of some of the coal tar color 
stuffs for which very high prices pre- 
vail in some instances. 

As a whole the tading in the local 
market has been rather quiet which 
many are inclined to attribute to a 
pre-holiday feeling which has settled 
over the trade though it is more 
probable that the stringency in_sup- 
plies of certain essential commodities, 
such as the three items mentioned 
above, has had the effect of keeping 
buyers out of the trading through a 
feoling that there is no need to press 
for more supplies than will keep them 
going from period to period, thus 
keeping the market from presenting 
an appearance of running away in so 
far as raising prices might be con- 
cerned. 

Several of the large 
ers of intermediates are out of the 
market entirely for spot business in 
certain qualities that they have been 
making because they have been sold 
up. This is true regarding Acid H 
and.many of the toluol and phenol 
products, Solvent naphtha shows the 
effect of a heavier demand and prices 
are somewhat higher than they have 
been. Recent reports from London 
indicate this material is in very good 
demand and firmly held at higher 
levels, with a heavy inquiry for for- 
ward deliveries which are quoted at 
3594 to 4s per galicn. Belzol and 
teluol are quite nominal in the London 
market and not to be obtained in or- 
dirary trading. The napthalines are 
reported in good demand also and in 
short supply. 

Relative to the napthalines, it may 
be stated, that naphthaline flakes are 


manufactur- 


getting scarcer in this market and 
are more firmly held here though 


prices have not been quotably changed 
as yet. The same is true of the ball 
quality. 

There is a fair inquiry reported for 
alpha-naphthylamine and for  beta- 
naphthol, though the latter is reported 
supply for the resent. Ben- 
zoie acid is nominal and supplies are 
scanty to a point of extremity. (An- 
thracene is in the same position and 
monochlorbenzol shows signs of tight- 
ening under a report that the Govern- 
ment is secon to take large supplies of 
that commodity for the making of 
picric acid. 

Changes in prices for coal tar col- 
ors are few while the demand con- 
tinues large for certain qualities, no- 
tably blues and khakis. 

ACID BENZOIC.—Producers of ben- 
zoic acid are well sold ahead, and while 
the demand shows signs of a lessening 
of consuming interest for the moment 
there are only light supplies visible for 
spot consumption, ang the market pre- 
very firm tone at the nominal

ACID H While scattered lots are

ACID NAPHTHIONIC.—Nominally 
the market for naphthionic acid ex 
hibits no alteration, and there have 
been no new developments. Refined 
acid is offered at the unaltered price 
of $1.75@$1.85 per pound on the spot, 
while the crude material is to be had 
at $1.10@$1.15 per pound. 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—There is a

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE.—Mod- 
erate inquiry is reported in the market 
for alpha-naphthylamine, and _ prices 
are steady at the recent decline to 
60@70c. per pound for prompt ship- 
ments as well as nearby deliveries. The 
quotation depends upon the brand de- 
sired and the quantity, while, it is 
stated, that there have been sales at 
62c. as the best price obtainable. 

ANILINE OIL.—This market may 
be said to be irregular under a more 
quiet demand, and some selling pres- 
sure, with prices ranging from 25c. per 
pound on the inside to 27c. per pound 
on the outside. Scattered quantities 
are reported obtainable from second 
hands at slight concessions. 

ANILINE SALT.—While producers 
generally quote aniline salt at the un- 
changed level of 33@34c. per pound, it 
is stated that there are some resale 
lots in second hands which may be 
obtained at a shade under the inside 
figure and as low as 3lc. per pound, 
though it is doubtful if there is much 
of this material available. 

ANTHRACENE. — Nominally there 
have been no new developments in the 
market for anthracene, with the 80 per 
cent. material relatively firm and nom- 
inal at 50 cents per pound on the spot. 
As there are only one or two in the

NITROBENZOL.—Quiet, but steady, 
demand is noted in the market for 
nitrobenzol, and producers are relative- 
ly steady in their offers of the material 
at the recent levels of 18@19c. per 
pound for immediate shipments. 

ORTHO - NITROTOLUOL. — Only a 
small volume of business is passing in 
this market, but as stocks are in scant 
supply and gradually tightening under 
the scarcity of tuluol, producers are op- 
timistic as to the outlook and aré firm 
in their quotations of 75c@$1.10 per 
pound for prompt shipments.

Sentiment in this trade continued 
along strong ideas the past week and 
the tendency on the part of the lead- 
ing manufacturers seemed to be to 
maintain prices. The general list was 
not ¢hanged to any material extent, 
but consumers found it al most impos- 


sible to obtain concessions of note. As 
to the run of news there was also a 
decided lack of important develop- 
ments and the ideas of both the pro- 
ducer and the consumer seemed to be 
to hold off as long as possible in the 


hopes that something will soon appear 
that will change the situation to the 
advantage of one or the other. 

Reports coming in from various sec- 
tic ns of the country suggest that man- 
ufacturers are receiving numerous in- 
quiries cspecially in regard to mix- 
tures. The shipping season will soon 
be at hand and there is the natural 
fesling among users of these qualities 
to place contracts now that will at 
least cover them fora time. With the 
country at war and the great shortage 
of labor, together with the scarcity of 
freight cars for transportation purpos- 
es not to mention the freight congestion 
on all roads, it seems the logical plan 
is to try and fill all wants as much 
as pessible. All sorts of plans are be- 
ing tried to break this situation, as 
far as the railroads are concerned, 
but to date it is apparent that none 
have been found that will insure fair- 
ly good delivery froin the manufac- 
turer to the ultimate consumer. of 
course the tendency on the part of the 
trade is to look for the Government 
to work out this problem, they figur- 
ing that fertilizers of all qualities must 
be allowed to go to the consumer by 
some means no matter what happens 
if large crops are to be produced. No 
doubt this way of thinking is correct, 
but with many other trades figuring 
along the same lines it is not hard to 
see just what an enormous proposition 
the heads of the railroads and the 
Government officials are up against. 
In view of this the large manufac- 
turers have urged that buyers come 
into the market and contract for fu- 
ture needs in order that their wants 
can be attended to in time. 

Another factor entering into the sit- 
uation is the shortage of raw materials 
and the advancing prices taking place, 
which, in turn will undoubtedly force 
hizher prices for the finished product. 
Then again it must also he considered 
that with the lack of labor and the 
various other handicaps which the 
producers are working against, there 


is grave possibilities of a shotage as 
the season avances. 
The reports coming in from the 


South the past week indicated that the 
season for fish scrap is about an end. 
In the Chesapeake Bay territory all 
boats have been withdrawn and the 
fish factories are closed. There is un- 
derstood to be some oil left and the 
tendency on the part of holders is to 
ask decidedly strong prices, which for 
the moment has stopped dealings to a 
certain extent. However, it is thought 
that full prices will be paid before 
long and this small supply cleaned up. 
In the North Carlonia fishing grounds 
the season is also about ended. A 
few boats are still operating, but the 
storms will not permit much headway 
to be made. The trade here figures 
that within the week all boats will be 
called in. As far as the catch was 
coneerned this trade the past season 
was disappointing, but on the other 
hand the small stocks resulted in high 
prices which proved to be more than 
offset. Suiphate of ammonia was 
again strong and the recent reaction 
has been fully recovered. The pro- 
duction is large and the output is ap- 
parently going right into consumption, 
with the result that there is little avail- 
able on the spot. The position of 
nitrate of soda was unchanged. Mod- 
erate resales continue, aided greatly 
by the belief that the Government is 
making decided efforts to place a 
larger tonnage in the Chilian trade 
routes. Little interest was manifested 
in phosphates or potashes by the gen- 
eral trade. 

The trade here was interested to a 
certain extent in the reports coming 
from Copenhagen that extensive work 
for the production of atmospheric ni- 
trogen are to be established in Ice- 
land under the control of leading Dan-

ish indus itrialists. Water power 

plentiful on the island and the leading 
company controlling this is understood 
to be interested in this fertilizer 
scheme.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD.—A steady market 
position continued the past week with 
prices well maintained throughout the 
list. At the close prices averaged from 
$6.45 to $6.50 per unit for dried b.ood 
12-13 per cent. ammonia, f. 0. b. New 
York, while tankage averaged about on 
the same level. Western advices re- 
ported a decidedly strong market, with 
the offerings of moderate volume. In 
the South the inquiry for both blood 
and tankage is below normal, and ap- 
parently a waiting attitude is being 
followed by both the producer and the 
consumer. Prices are high, but the 
stand is taken that consumers have 
not covered their requirements by any 
means and that sooner or later they 
must enter the market on a rather lib- 
eral scale. Unusually high prices have 
been obtained for crops the past year, 
and the advances made necessary in 
the prices of these fertilizers the past 
year should be readily met. 

FISH SCRAP.—The general situa- 
tion presented little change the past 
week. Advices from Baltimore re- 
ported the season there at an end, all 
the fishing craft having been w.th- 
drawn. They were not taken over by 
the Government for other operations 
which were considered highly favor- 
able to the trade, for the prospects are 
that, with the present ship building 
campaign, tonnage next spring will be 
more than sufficient to result in keep- 
ing these fishing craft in their present 
line of operations. Many boats have 
also been withdrawn from the fishing 
grounds of North Carolina, and the 
season there is closing earlier than 
usual. At the South the stock has 
been fairly well cleaned up and price’ 
are now on a nominal basis. Stocks of 
fish oils have also been fairly well dis- 
nosed of, asking prices at Baltimore 
for the few thousand barrels remain- 
ing being around 90c. per gallon f. 0. b 
fish factory. The season was not what 
would be called successful, but the high 
prices that prevailed apparently more 
than offset the small catch and the 
withdrawal of boats from this line of 
trade. The last prices reported for fish 
scrap, dried 11 per cent. ammonia and 
14 per cent. bone phosphate, f. o. b. 
delivered Baltimore, was $6.67% and 
10 per unit, and for wet acidulated 6 
per cent. ammonia, 3 per cent. phos- 
phoric acid delivered $6.00 and 50 per 
unit, f. o. b. Southern shipping points. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market 
position was not materially changed 
the past week. As a rule, an easy 
tone continued, and at the close prices 
were quoted at from $4.50 to $4.60 per 
100 pounds for nitrate of soda 95 per 
cent. on the spot. Some offerings of 
from $4.60 to $4.65 per 100 pounds for 
future shipment of nitrate of soda of 
95 per cent. were heard, but as a gen- 
era] rule interests here were unwilling 
to do much beyond the present. The 
situation is decidedly unsettled, and, 
with the new turn in the political de- 
velopments. there is naturally no tell- 
ing what the future will bring forth. 
Reselling is still a factor, but the mar- 
ket managed to hold at around the 
closing levels of a week ago. Appar- 
ently some effort is being made to in- 
crease the tonnage in the Chilian ni- 
trate routes, but, with the great scar- 
city of bottoms, it is difficult to see 
where material improvement is likely. 
Advices from primary centers failed to 
mention anything further in regard to 
the plan to establish a central bureau 


covering all operations that would 
benefit both the buyer and the seller 


and do away entirely with speculation. 

Such a proposition has been under 
way for some time, and some definite 
announcement is looked for at any 
moment. 

Mail advices from 
month’s shipments from Chile were 285.000 
tons, or exactly the same as in October, 1916 
the destinations being, however, reversed, 
only 96,000 tons going to Europe and_ 148,000 
tons ta the United States, against 175,000 and 
89,000 tons, respectively, last year. The ex 
ports to other countries, Japan, Siberia, ete 
were 41,000 and 21,000 tons in the periods 
named. It is interesting to note that in Oc 
tober, 1913, the year before the war, 260,000 
tons of nitrate were shipped to Europe in an 
ticipation of the agricultural season, and 
only 46,000 tons to the United States. In the 
same month, in 1914, after the commencement 
of hostilities, the respective quantities were 
49,000 and 13,000 tons, the article having been 
Gockared, contraband of war,’’ and the prin 
cipal Cdntinental markets being closed. The 
demand for belligerent .purposes having to all 
intents and purposes replaced that for agri- 
cultural use, it remains to be seen whether 
rotas will as easily be once more re- 
versed on the restoration of peace, In the 
meantime the production of nitrate of soda 
notwithstanding the supposed scarcity of fuel,

market, For a time reselling was a 
factor, but these lots have been elim- 
inated now and the situation is appar-

BALTIMORE.

The fertilizer trade situation is much the 











same as it has been of late, with the quota- 
tions on raw materials high and with inquiries 
for mixtures sufficiently numerous to encourage 
the manufacturers in the belief that the season 
soon to commence will be a good one. That 
these inquiries are for the most part prompted 
by a belief among the buyers that stocks of 
tertilizers will be none too plentiful and that 
a shortage of serious proportions would not be 
surprising, seems certain. : 

Combined with this belief, of course, is also 
a desire to take advantage of every opportunity 
to obtain shipment. The railroads are known 
to labor tinder great difficulties and to be ut- 
terly unable to take care of the amount of 
traffic offered. If an order is placed today 
there is no certainty when the seller will be 
able to make shipment. Such an order may 
receive prompt attention, and then again weeks 
may elapse before the cars or other facilities 
are forthcoming. Allowance must be made for 
such delays. In addition, the working forces 
at factories are limited by reason of the gen- 
eral scarcity of labor, and the makers of mix- 
tures experience great difficulty in getting out 
a given quantity of goods. To hold back with 
orders as long as usual would mean an almost 
inevitable swamping of the factories and fail- 
ure to make deliveries of mixtures in time to 
meet the necessities of the farmers. These 
considerations not less than the prospect of 
perhaps higher prices have been influential 
with the buyers of mixtures, and they may be 
expected to continue as important factors in 
the trade, stimulating the movement and caus- 
ing the manufacturers to feel that the season 
wiil bring its compensations for the many un- 
certainties that have become inevitable. : 

FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden season here is 
entirely at an end and the vessels of the fleet 
have been laid up,*while the factories have 
cleaned up on scrap. Along the North Caro- 
lina coast, however, the season has been some- 
what more grotracted and the catch is reported 
as very satisfactory. In fact the factories 
there are declared to be closing @ very suc- 
cessful year, to which the prevailing prices 
for scrap have contributed not a little. A re- 
port was current here during the week that a 
clean-up of some 5,000 barrels of fish oil had 
been made at prices ranging from 85 to 90 
cents a gallon. The report could not be sub- 
stantiated. Some of the fish oil men said that 
there were still a few thousand barrels of oil 
left, and they were holding this at 90 cents 
a gallon. 

TANKAGE.—The coming out of some orders 
from the South had the effect during the last 
week to send the quotations up to $6.70 and 
10 for 11 and 15 high-grade ground tankage, 
c. a. f. basis Baltimore. It does not appear 
that there was anything like a rush, but al- 
inost the first manifestations of activity sut- 
ficed to exert a pronounced bullish effect upon 
the market. This indicates that the undertone 
has been strong all along, even when there 
was no business to impart life to the trade, 
and suggests that the easing off to $6.45, or 
even less, was of no real significance, 

GROUND BLOOD.—Doubtless in sympathy 
with tankage, the companion animal ammoni- 
ate, ground blood, also took a turn upward, 
the latest figures given being around $0.00 C. 
a. f, basis Baltimore. That ground blood still 
lags behind tankage is an indication that the 
South, as the largest consumer, has not yet 
shown any such supplementary needs as 
would tend to cause something of a stir. 
Usually blood, because of the smaller pro- 
duction, rules higher than tankage, and that 
such igs not the case now may be charged to 
the backwardness of the inquiry from the sec- 
tion which furnishes the principal market. At 
the same time, the appearance of quiet is prob- 
ably upon the surtace, and sellers are not 
likely to hold out important concessions. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The market for acid 
phosphate is characterized by the sa\me gen- 
eral conditions that have been a feature tor 
some time past. A marked absence of buy- 
ing is reported, but in spite of this fact the 
producers are not accumulating considerabie 
stocks, which should warn the consumers that 
if they delay the placing of orders too long 
they may be caught in a shortage. The con- 
ditions of securing the raw materials have not 
become more favorable, and the acid manu- 
facturers are able to dispose of their product 
readily tor purposes other than the making ot 
fertilizers. The quotations remain at $15 for 
14 per cent and $16 tor 16 per cent acid phos- 
phate. ; ; 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Some stiffening of the 
market for nitrate of soda has also taken 
place in the last week, the quotations being 
around $4.65 for spot and futures, Receipts 
here are not large. A cargo is expected in 
from Chile some time next week, but a large 
portion of the receipts is intended for govern- 
ment use, and the market is not subject to 
pressure of any kind, - 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The offerings 
of sulphate of ammonia, or rather the quanti- 
ties that reach the market and can be pur- 
chased, are small and desultory, and prices 
are uncertain. It might be possible to pick up 
odd lots around $6.95 or $7, but much depenus 
upon the circumstances as to what the price 
in any given transaction may be. / 

POTASH.—Considerable interest is being 
shown of late in potash and sales of muriate 
have been reported of late on the basis of 
$5.25 per unit, c. a. f, basis Baltimore, which 
is equal to about $126 per ton, ag against $24 
tor the imported article prior to the war. ‘rhe 
quotations on 12 per cent potash are said to 
be around $4.60 a unit, c, a. f. basis Balti- 
more, With the supplies in first hands exceed- 
ingly limited. The muriate offered for sale is 
entirely domestic or the Nebraska product. 
While the price seems high, it is much lower 
than the figures quoted until a comparatively 
recent date, when $350 and even more was 
asked To this extent, therefore, the domes- 
tic production ig to be regarded as a success 

BONE.—The market for bone is stated to 
be without appreciable changes, with the quo- 
tations still around $38 for 4% and 50 ground 
raw bone and $31 for 3 and 50 ground steamed 
bone. In view of the increased’ activity .noted 
in some of the other animal ammoniates it is 
considered not at all likely that the holders otf 
bone will be disposed to offer concessions, and 
there is a probability that the figures on bone 
will go back to their previous level. Perhaps 
only a slight increase in the demand would be

TURMERIC.—Quotable changes inthe 
market for turmeric are lacking and 
the market presents an appearance of 
dullness, with buyers apparently out of 
the market for the balance of the year 
because of stock taking. Prices are 
without change at 8%@9%c. per pound 
for Madras, 10%@11%c. for Aleppy, 
8%@9c. per pound for Pubna and 7%@ 
8c. per pound for China quality. Both 
the Aleppy and China grades are ex- 
tremely scarce, as there have been no 
arrivals for several months and no 
cargoes are known to be en route. 

ZINC DUST.—American manufac- 
turers continue to turn out high-grade 
zinc dust in fairly liberal quantities, 
and the market presents a steady un- 
dertone on moderate buying. Prices 
are unaltered, at 16@17c. per pound.

with the previous period, 
the genera! market for chemicals at 
New York was quiet throughout the 
week which has just terminated. The 
slowing up of trading is attributable to 
several causes. Among the principal 
reasons may be mentioned the fact that 
most of the big consuming buyers and 
many of the smaller ones as well are 
now in the midst of their annual stock- 
taking period and have ceased buying 
operations for the present. A second 
large factor is the enforcement of 
strict export regulations, which is 
greativ restricting foreign ‘business. 
Coupled with the latter may be men- 
tioned the fact that producers are also 
hesitating to make offers because of 
the uncertainty as to what action the 
government may take in the future 
relative to chemicals not as yet in- 
cluded in the embargoes or conserva- 
tion lists. 

As is well known there has been no 
material betterment in the transporta- 
tion situation insofar as the movement 
of shipments by railroad is concerned, 
nor have the ocean facilities peen im- 
proved. On the contrary, the latter 
may be said to be somewhat worse, if 
coastwise movement is included and 
which will but serve to add to the rail- 
road congestion. It is the withdrawal 
during the week of the coastwise serv- 
ice on steamship lines between New 
York and Philadelphia. This service 
was used to a great extent in the move- 
ment of chemicals betWeen the two 
points. Many shippers found that they 
could move materials back and forth 
between the points within three days 
as compared to three weeks to a month 
if sent by railroad, and they are now 
pondering what they will do when they 
find their needs urgent. 

The position of bleaching powder 
might be said to be the chief point of 
interest at the present time owing to 
the fact that the government has com- 
mandeered several large shipments of 
the material for its war needs and it 
is expected will soon begin taking out 
immense quantities from the market. 
It is reliably said that the government 
will need as high as 300 tons of bleach 
daily for the making of chlorine gas, 
an amount which will take up consid- 
erably more than two-thirds of the 
total output of the country. This may 
have the effect of sending prices up 
to the 1914 level, When as high as 20c. 
per pound was obtained, as the produc- 
tion in normal times is but little above 
actual needs for ordinary business. It 
is stated that the Government will pay 
21.c, per pound for January, and prices 
may go higher for the rest of next 
year. 

‘austic soda during the week became 
considerably more easy and the same 
was true of soda ash. That is, so far 
as second hands are concerned, Manu- 
facturers of the two commodities were 
relatively firm in their views and 
prices. Not much of either material 
can be found on the spot, however, de- 
spite the weakness reflected and prob- 
ably due to a desire of second-hands to 
unload and get out of the market. 

As a whole there was a fair amount 
of business done in the market at gen- 
erally satisfactory prices, and while 
there were not a large number of price 
changes, they were mainly upward. 
Several declines have occurred, how- 
ever, and notable among them may be 
mentioned carbonate of potash, which 
reflected the arrival of a large quantity 
of Russian material and the proba- 
bility that more will come in from that 
source, 

More comprehensive reports of the 
positions of the principal items of the 
list as well as a summary of the chemi- 
cal markets at London and Liverpool 
are contained in the following:— 

ACETATE OF LEAD.—The various 
qualities of lead acetate are without 
quotable change in price and there ap- 
pears to be little, if any, alteration as 
to the conditions which have governed 
this market for a number of weeks.

The excep- 
tion is chrome ammonia alum, which is 
offered in one direction at a fractional 
decline from a week ago, the quotation 
being 18@19¢. per pound on the spot.

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—There is a 
steady call for both qualities of alum- 
inum hydrate, while supplies available 
fer prompt shipment appear to be just 
about equai to the demand in evi- 
dence. ‘Quotations are steady at 17@ 
18c. per peund for the light grade or 
water-floated hydrate and at 11@12c. 
per pound for the heavy material. 

AQUIA AMMONTIA.—Scarcity of car- 
boys is hampering manufacturers of 
aqua ammonia in making shipments. 
This is but an added difficulty to the 
tight situation which has prevailed in 
this market for many weeks, and while 
consuming interest continues to be of 
large proportions there is virtually no 
business being done on spot basis, as 
the outpuc of the maker has been 
largely booked ahead for next year. 
No quotable alteration has taken place 
in prices, which are nominally 114%@138c. 
per pound for 18-degree aqua am- 
monia, 13@141% per pound for the 20- 
degree and 17@18%c. per pound for the 
22-degree quality on the spot and for 
nearby shipments. 

ARSENATE OF LEAD.—No change 
of importance has occurred in the mar- 
ket for arsenate of lead and both 
prices and conditions are about as they 
have been for several weeks with a 
fair demand in evidence and a limited 
supply of the various qualities of the 
arsenate available for prompt accept- 
ance. The recently prevailing price 
levels are 15@17c. per pound for paste 
and 31@35c. per pound for the powdered 
quality, the price for each depending 
upon the kind of package desired, 

ARSENIC.—More ease is apparent 
in the market for white arsenic, while 
the red quality on the other hand is 
without quotable alteration either as 
to price or supply. Holders of arsenic 
are showing considerable hesitantcy 
in making offers because of the recent 
government action placing the material 
on the conservation list, and there has 
been a slight accumulation of visible 
supplies therefore with a subsequent 
weakening in prices for the white com- 
modity, which is quoted as low as 15%c. 
per pound in one direction and up to 
17c in another, though the generally 
prevailing figure is still 16c. per pound 
on the spot. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—Difficulty is 
being experienced by consumers in ob- 
taining anything like large supplies of 
first-class refined barium chloride, and 
the market for this material is nar- 
row with generally prevailing quota- 
tions tightly held at $80@90 per ton for 
immediate and nearby’ shipments. 
There are reports, however, that some 
quantities of inferior material may 
be picked up as low as $65 per ton, 
though even this quality is hard to 
locate and it is probably in very small 
quantities, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Request 
for bicarbonate of soda in the local 
market continues to be of moderate 
proportions and a steady ‘business is 
being done on the basis of $2.50@2.75 
per hundred pounds on the spot. The 
trading is without feature and of a 
routine nature. The range quoted is 
for shipment in barrels while an addi- 
tional 15¢c. is asked for deliveries in

BLEACHING POWDER. — Recent 
offerings of deteriorated bleaching 
powder at 1%4c. per pound have been 
cleared out of the market and there 


is virtually nothing to be had at less 
than 2c. and probably nothing at that 
figure following the latest action of the 
government. It is reliably stated that 
the government has commandeered ix 
large shipment at Niagara Falls and 
will shortly begin taking as high as 
300 tons of bleach daily for the making 
of chlorine gas. It is reported that the 
material will be taken on a basis of 
2%e, per pound for January and that 
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higher prices will prevail for the bal- 
ance of the next year. Some produc 
ers think the 1914 level of 20c. per pound 


may be reached during the coming 
year, as the output Is never much 
greater than required for ordinary 
business and there will therefore be 
a great stringency in supplies with 


the government taking over two-thirds

BLUB VITRIOL.—Manufacturers are 


firm in their offers of 99 per cent, blue 
vitriol at 94@10c. per pound for prompt 
shipments. For the small crystals the 
price is also unchanged at 9@9%c. per 
pound The demand for large crys- 
tals continues to be of large propor- 
tions and while there is a heavy ex- 
port request, which is being cared for 
as well as the transportation situation 
will allow of, there is a large domestic 
call which is receiving the first atten- 
tion of producers. There is little ma- 
terial left with second hands, it is 
understood. 

BRIMSTONE.—Producers of brim- 
stone continue to show caution in ac- 
cepting new business, while at the same 
time they are experiencing continued 
difficulty with the movement of ma- 
terial for the supplying of old con- 
tracts, there having been no appreciable 
betterment in the transit situation. 
Spot business is practically out of the 
question and all cars are moved only 
under special license from the Priority 
Board of the Federal War Trade 
Board. Prices are therefore wholly 
nominal and show no change at $35@45 
per long ton for what is termed prompt 
shipment and $30@40 per ton for new 
business at the mines, with some far

one and operations are narrow. Sales 
of the 70@75 per cent. quality are re- 
ported at 63@65c. per pound.

CAUSTIC SODA.—Decided weak- 
ness is apparent in the market for 
caustic soda, and there appears to be 
a desire on the part of second hands 
to unload what limited quantities of 
the material they are holding. The 
result has been that resale lots are 
being offered in some directions as low 
as 7.65c. per pound for the 76 per cent. 
quality, while a figure as low as 7.25c.

ACIDS. 

Supplies of the heavy or mineral 
acids continue to be extremely hard to 
obtain and while the demand for them 
remains large in volume and rather 
urgent in some instances, manufactur- 
ers are unable to increase their output 


sufficiently to care for the enlarged 
request, caused by the necessity of 
keeping the government adequately 


supplied with its acid requirements for 
war purposes. As has been the case 
for a number of weeks and which will 
undoubtedly continue until the war is 
ended, sulphuric acid is in the greatest 
demand. There-was during the week 
just closed a rather big increase in the 
already heavy demand for muriatic

ACETIC ACID.—Insofar as prices are 
concerned there has been no appreci- 
able change as yet as a result of the 
placing of this acid on the export em- 
bargo list by the government. As was 
to ‘be expected, there has been a 
slackening in the demand, which may 
be merely temporary, or until ex- 
porting under license has straightened 
itself out, there has been a good 
export business in this commodity here- 
tofore, the great bulk going to Allied 
countries and but little to South 
America. Manufacturers appear to be 
steady in their offers at the precently 
prevailing levels of 54%4@7c. per pound 
for the 28 per cent. acid in barrels and 
119@1214c, for the 56 per cent. Glacial 
acetic is held at 35@40c, per pound for 
ecarboys, for shipment in which 8c. per 
pound is added. The 70 per cent. and

AQUA FORPFIS.—New developments 
in this market were lacking and while 
there is a fair request for the material, 
few orders are being placed because 
of the shortage of material, giving the 
market an appearance of dullineSs.

BATTERY.—Only limited quantities 
of battery acid are to be found avail- 
able for prompt acceptance and the 
quotations, while normal, are firm at 
the recently prevailing levels of 2@3c. 
per pound on the spot, 
CRESYLIC.—Large quantities for 
prompt or nearby shipments are out of 
the question in the market for cresylic 
acid and because of the stringency of 
supplies there is only a limited amount 
of ‘business being transacted giving 
little feature to the market, Prices 
are firm on the basis of $1.05@1.15 per 
gallon for the 95 and 97 per cent, 
acid and 70@S80c. per gallon for 
the 50 per cent., while the 25 per cent. 
is nominally offered at 32@25c. per gal- 
lon. 
HY DROCHLORIC,—Limited supplies 
of hydrochloric acid are to be had on 


the spot at the firm price of 8@8%e. 
per pound. Business being done is 


fairly steady, but routine and dull. 
LACTIC.—Firm quotations are heard 
in the market for lactic acid, but owing 
to the small quantity of aciq available 
for prompt delivery, dealings are few 
and there is no feature to the situa- 
tion. Quotations remain at past week’s 
level of 54%4@6'%c. per pound for the 22 
per cent. acid, and 15@16c. per pound 
for the 44 per cent. quality on the spot. 
MIXED.—Call for mixed acid appears 
to be of small volume at present, the 
lessened demand thought to be due to 
the inability of buyers to get what they 
need. Quotations are unaltered at 8c.

MURIATIC., Increased demand 
served to draw attention to the market 
during the week, but prices failed to

OLEUM.—There is a large call for 
oleum but supplies have not been in- 
creaseq sufficiently to care for the vol- 
ume of business that is offered and 
manufacturers are firm in their offers 
of limited quantities at $60 and higher 
per ton for shipments in tank cars. 

OXALIC.—Domestic oxalic acid is in 
relatively limited supply, and while the 
demand has been somewhat quieter 
during the week, prices have not been 
quotably changed from the recently 
prevailing figures of 46@47c. per pound 
with the imported material offered at 
50c, 

PHOSPHORIC.—Only nominal figures 
are obtainable for phosphoric acid and 
there is little business being transacted 
owing to the scarcity of spot supplies 


and the unwillingness of producers to
